ing lands, so far as to a place called the Town Bridge, Know Fe, 
That we being willing to encourage all our good and faithful sub- 
jects, as well at present residing and inhabiting, as shall or may ., 
hereafter reside and inhabit within the said town of Norfolk and the \ 
places thereto adjoining* so far as the Town Bridge, at the instance j 
and petition of divers of our dutiful and loyal subjects, inhabitants^ 
of the said town and places adjacent, of our royal grace, good will, 
certain knowledge, and meer motion, with the advice of our council 
of our said Colony, have constituted and erected, and by these our 
IBTTERS PATENT do Constitute and erect the said town of Norfolk, 
;^ and the said parts thereto adjoining so far as the said bridge, A 

# BOROUGH, by the name of the Borough of JVorfolk; and for us, 

^ our heirs and successors do by these presents grant to the inhabi- 

i tants of the said Borough and of the parts adjacent, that the said 

^ Borough and the parts adjacent shall be a Borougli Incorporate, 

consisting of a Mayor, one person learned in the law, stiled aiul 
- bearing the office of Recorder of the said Borough, eiglit Aldermen, 

^ and sixteen other persons to be Common Council Men, of the said 

^ Borough ; which said Mayor, Recorder, Aldermen and Common 

Council Men, shall be a body incorporate, and one community for- 
ever, in right and in fact; and by the name of Mayor, Recorder, 
Aldermen, and Common Council of the Borough of Norfcdk, and 
as such shall be persons able and capable in law to acquire, purchase, 
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Und receive manors, laiiils, tenements^ and hereditaments not ex* 
teeding one thousand pounds sterling per annum, and all goods and 
chattels whatsoever, to have, hold and enjoy^ to them and their suc- 
cessors for ever. And also that they the said Mayor, Recorder, 
Aldermen, and Common Council, by the same name, plead and be 
impleaded, prosecute and defend, answer and be answered in all 
and singular, causes, complaints, actions real, personal and mixt, of 
what kind or nature soever, in all courts and places, and before all 
judges and justices whatsoever; and also that the said Mayor, Re- 
corder, Aldermen, and Common Council, and their successors, shall 
have one common seal, to be used for their causes and business; and 
that it shall be lawful for them the said Mayor, Recorder, Aider- 
men, and Common Council, and their successors, their said seal at 
their pleasure to break, change, and to make anew from time to 
time as to them shall seem expedient : And we will, and by these 
presents declare, name, and appoint Samud Bonsh, gent, to be 
Mayor of the said Borough for the year ensuing, and afterwards 
until the day for electing a Mayor hercmafter appointed ; and sir 
John Randolph^ knight, to be Recorder for the said Borough ; George 
^ewtoUj Samud Boush the younger, John iliiichins^ Robert TuckeVf 
John Taylor^ Samuel Smith the younger, James Ivey and Mexander. 
Campbeily gents, inhabitants of the said Borough, to be Aldermen 
thereof for so long a time as they shall well behave then^selves in 
their respective offices and places : and we do further order and 
dli*ect, that the said Mayor, Recorder and Aldermen, before they 
shall enter into or upon the execution of their said offices, shall take 
the several oaths by law appointed for the security of our person and 
government, and subscribe the same^ and the oath by our said Lieu- 
tenant Governor, appointed to be taken by the Mayor, Recorder, 
and Aldermen of the said Borough, and subscribe the test, which 
oath shall be administered to them by our said Lieutenant Governor, 
or be by such person or persons as he shall authorise and appoint to 
administer the same. 

And we grant that the said Mayor, Recorder and Aldermen, or 
the major part of them shall elect and choose other of the most 
sufficient inhabitants of the said Borough, being freemen thereof, to 
be of the Common Council of the said Borough, for so long a time 
as they shall well behave themselves in their respective places. — 
And to perpetuate the succession of the said Mayor, Recorder, Al- 
dermen and Common Councilmon in all time to come, We do 
GRANT, I'hat for the future they shall assemble in some convenient 
place in thQ said Borough upon the feast day of St. John the Bap- 
tist, In every year ; and shall elect and choose by the major vote of 
such of them a?5 shall be then present, one other of the Aldermen of 
the said Borough, for the time being, to be Mayor of the said Bo- 
rough for the ensuing year. And upon death, removal, or resigna- 
tion of the said Mayor, Recorder, or Aldermen, or any of them, oi,* 






within one montli after such respective death or deaths, removal or 
removals, resignation or resignations, the rest of fhe said Aldermen, 
togetiier with the said Mayor and Recorder, if they should be liv- 
ing, and Common Councilmen, or the major part of them^ shall at 
a time by them to be appointed, meet within the said Borough and 
elect and nominate some other person or persons to be Mayor, Re- 
corder and Aldermen of the said Borough, in the place and places 
of such person or persons so deceased or removed, as the case shall 
require, so as the said Mayor so to be elected and nominated, be at 
the time of such election and nomination actually one of the Alder- 
men of the said Borough ; and so as the said Recorder so to be elec« 
ted and nominated, be a pci*son learned in the law ; and so as tho 
Alderman or Aldermen so elected and nominated, at the time of 
such election aiid nomination, be actually of the Common Council 
of the said Borough; and the said Mayor, Recorder, Alderman and 
Aldermen so elected and nominated, shall at the time and place of 
election take the several oaths above mentioned, and subscribe the 
same, and subscribe the test ; which oath tlie said Mayor, Recorder, 
or any one of the Aldermen may, and is hereby required to admin- 
ister ; and shall then likewise, or on the said feast of St. John the 
Baptist, out of, and from among the inhabitants and frecdolders of 
the said Borough, elect and nominate so many persons to be of the 
Common Council as shall be wanting to make up the full number of 
sixteen persons, arid that the persons hereby appointed and named, 
or hereafter to be elected and nominated Mayor, Recorder and Al- 
dermen, be Justices of the Peace within the said Borough, the pre- 
cincts and liberties thereof, and directors of the buildings and streets 
in the said Borough ; and that they or any three of them, whereof 
the Mayor or Recorder for the time being shall always be one, shall 
have within the said Borough and the precincts and liberties there- 
of, full power and authority to make Constables, Surveyors of the 
Highways, and other necessary Officers ; and to rule, order and 
govern the inhabitants, and the buildings,-and the streets thereof, 
as Justices of the Peace, and Directors are or shall be authorised to 
do, and shall have power, and may execute all the Laws, Ordinan- 
ces and Statutes in that behalf made, as fully and amply as if they 
were authorised thereto by express commission, willing and com- 
manding that no other Justices of the Peace or quorum within our 
said Colony do at any time hereafter take upon tliem, or any of 
them, to execute the oflSice of a Justice of the Peace within the said 
Borough or precinct thereof, in any cause, matter or thing hereby 
declared to be cognizable by the said Mayor, Recorder and Alder- 
men, notwithstanding any commission at large authorising them 
thereimto, saying always the authority and jurisdiction of our Justi- 
ces of the Peace of our County of Norfolk ; noi: at any time here- 
after to be assigned during the time of their holding their Courts, 
in the said Borough, saving also to all and every other Judges, Jus^ 
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tices and Officers, all such riglits, powers, jurisdictions and autho*. 
rities granted, or which shall be granted to them or any of them by 
any statute or any act of Assembly of this Colony. 

And further, we will and grant unto tiie said Mayor, Recorder, 
Aldermen and Common Councilman of the said Borough for the 
time being, full power and authority to erect work bouses, houses 
of correction, and prisons within the said Borough, and to make,^ 
order and appoint such bye-laws, rules and ordinances for the regu- 
lation and good government of the trade and other matters, exigen* 
cies and things, within the said Borough and precincts, as to them 
or the major part of them shall seem meet, and to be consonant ta 
reason and justice, and not contrary but as near a^i conveniently 
may be agreeable to the laws, acts of Assembly and statutes now in 
force; whidi said bye-laws, rules and ordinances shall be observed, 
^ept and performed by all manner of persons trading or residing 
within the said Borough, under such reasonable pains, penalties an4 
forfeitures as siiall be imposed by the said Mayor, Recorder, Al- 
dermen and Common Councllmen, or the major part of them then 
assembled, from time to time, not exceeding forty shillings, current 
money of Virginia; which said pains, penalties and forfeitures 
shall be levied by distress and sale of the goods of the person of- 
fending, to he employed for the public benefit of the said Borough^ 
at their discretion. 

And further, we have given and granted unto the said Mayor, Re- 
corder, Aldermen and Common Council of the said Borough, and to 
their successors forever, and to all freeholders of the said Borough 
owning half alot of land with a house built thereon according to law^^ 
and to all persons actually residing and inhabiting in the said Bo- 
rough, having a visible estate of th^ value of fifty pounds current 
money, at the leasts and all persons who hereafter shall serve five 
years to any trade within tiio said Borough, and shall after the ex- 
piration of their time of service be actually house keepers and inlia- 
bitants of the said Borough ; and fox* us and our successors, by 
these presents, do give and grant to them full powers and absolute 
authority to name, elect, and send one burgess out of the inhabitants 
actually residing and being within the said Borough; which bur- 
gess elected shall have a freehold or visible estate within the said 
Borough, of tiie value of two hundred pounds sterling ; and if such 
person so elected be nojt actually residing within the said Borough, 
then he shall have a fi'eehold or other visible estate of the value of five 
hundred pounds sterling, to be present, sit and vote in the house of 
burgesses of our said Colony of Virginia, and the^pe to do and con- 
sent to those things which by the Common Council of our said Co- 
lony shall happen to be ordained. And do hereby grant and order 
that M rit or writs of election of a burgess for the said Borough shall 
be issued and sent to the said Mayor, Recorder and Aldermen, for 
the time being, wheri ami so often as a General Assembly shall be 



galled, OP occasion shall require : — Provided always^ That all such 
electors and voters shall and do» before they be admitted to give 
their vote at such election, make oath of their freehold, and the value 
of their personal estate, if the candidatjcs or other electors shall re- 
quire the same to be done. 

And further, we, of our especial grace, certain knowledge, and 
meer motion^ for us, our heirs and successors, by these presents give 
and grant to the said Mayor, Recorder, Aldermen and Common 
Council of the said Borough, land to their successors for ever, full 
and free license, pow^r and authority, to have, hold and keep three 
markets weekly in some convenient place in the said Borough, to be 
by tlicm appointed (that is to say) on every Tuesday, on every 
Thursday, and on every Saturday in the week ; and also two fairs 
yearly, to be held and kept on thd first Monday in October, and on 
the first Monday in April, in every year, for the sale and vending all 
manner of cattle, victuals, .provisions, goods, wares and raerchan^* 
dize whatsoever, on which fair days, and on two days next before, 
and two days next after each of the said fair days, all persons com- 
ing to, or being at the said fairs, together with their cattle, goods 
and merchandize, shaH be exempted and privileged from all arrests^ 
ILttachments, or executions, except for toll and process from the 
court of pipowder ; and that the said Mayor^ Recorder, Aldermen 
and Common Council, and their successors for ever, shall have 
I)owcr to set such reasonable toll on all such cattle, goods, wares, 
and merchandize, and other commodities, as shall be sold ip the said 
markets and fairs respectively, as shall be by them thought reason- 
able, not exceeding six pence on every beast, and three pence on 
every hog, and the twentieth partof the value of any other commo- 
dity sold therein : — Provided always^ That tlie toll to berated and 
assessed on the cattle and goods so sold, which shall be belonging 
to the freemen inhabitants of the said Borough, shall be but one half 
of the said toll which shall be rated on persons not freemen of the 
aaid Borough; and that th^ said Mayor, Recorder and Aldermen^ 
or any three of them, of which the Mayor or Recorder shall be one, 
■hall andmaj hold a couii: of pipowder, during the time of the said 
fairsy for hearing and determining all controversies, suits and quar- 
rels, that may arise and happen therein, according to the usual and 
legal courses in the like cases in England ; and we do, for us- and 
ojur successors, giye and grant to the said Mayor, Recorder, Alder- 
men and Common Council, and their successors for ever, all and 
every toll, profits and perquisites arising, due and incident from or 
t9 the said markets, fairs and courts of pipowder, to be and by them, 
or the major part of them, usedy laid out and expended for the ben- 
efit and advantages of the said Borough. 

And further, we do grant. Cor us and our successors, that the 
said Mayor, Recorder and Aldermen, and their successors, or any 
four or more of them, of which the said Mayor, Recorder, or 
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the last preceding Mayor, or Senior Alderman sliall be one, shall 
hold a court of hustings once in every month within the said Bo* 
I'oughy of which court they are ^hereby empowered to appoint and 
make clerks and other proper officers from time to time as there 
shall be occasion, and to settle and allow reasonable fees, not ex- 
ceeding the fees now settled and allowed in our County courts of 
our said Colony; and shall have jurisdiction and hold plea of tres- 
pass and ejectment, and of all writs of dower for any lands and tene- 
ments within the said Borough, and all other acts personal and mix- 
ed, arising within the said borough, precincts and liberties thereof ; 
and as a court of record, give judgment and award executions there- 
on, according to the laws and statutes of England, and of the said 
Colony ; Provided^ the demand in the said action personal and mix- 
ed do not exceed twenty pounds, current money, or four thousand 
pounds of tobacco. Jnd provided neverthdesSf That any party or 
parties, plaintiff or defendant, sliall be at liberty to appeal from the 
judgment of the said court of hustings to the general court, or to 
obtain a writ of error, or supersedious to such judgment returnable 
to the said general court, under such limitations, rules and orders 
as are already prescribed and set down by the act of Assembly, or 
rules of the said" general court, for obtaining and prosecuting ap- 
peals, writs of error, and supersedious, from the judgment of the 
County courts to the general court.

Jin Act to confirm the Charter of the Borough of J^orfolk^ (*) and for 
enlarging the Jurisdidioji of the fourt ^ Hustings in the City of 

fVilliamsburg. (t) 

(Passed in 1756.) 

I. Whereas by a charter lately passed under the great seal of the 
Colony of Virginia, bearing date, at Williamsburg,, the fifteenth

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day of September, in the tenth year of his present majesty's reign, 
and in the year of our Lord or.e thousan4 vSeven hundred and thirty 
six, the town of Norfolk is erected into a borough, by the n^nie of 
the Borough ofJS^rfolky and the inhabitants thereof ai-e made a Kody 
Corporate, consisting of a mayor, recorder, «ight aldermen and 
sixteen common councilmen, with capacity to purchase and receive 
manors, lands, tenements and hereditaments, not exceeding one 
thousand pounds sterling per annunkf and all goods and chattels 
whatsoever, to hold to them and their successors for ever ; and to 
plead and be impleaded, prosecute and defend, all causes, complaints, 
actions real, personal and mixed ; and to have one common seal^ 
and perpetual succession ; with power to the said mayor, recorder 
and aldermen, to be justices of the peace within the said borough, 
and directors of all buildings and streets in the said borough ; and 
to make constables, surveyors of the highways and otiier officers ; 
also to hold a court of hustings, once in every month, within the 
said borough ; and to appoint clerks, and other proper officers, from 
time to time, where there shall be occasion ; and to settle and allow 
reasonable fees, not exceeding the fees allowed in the county courts ; 
and to have jurisdiction, and to hold plea of trespass and ejectment, 
and all writs of dower, for any lands and tenements within the said 
borough, and all other actions, personal or mixed, arising within 
the same, so as the demand in such action, personal or mixed, do not 
exceed twenty pounds current money, or four thousand pounds of 
tobacco ; and as a court of record to give judgment, and award ex- 
ecution thereon, according to law ; also with power to the said 
mayor, recorder, aldermen and common councilmcn, to erect work* 
houses, and houses of correction, and prisons ; and to make bye« 
laws and ordinances for the regulation and good government of tlio 
trade and other matters within the said borough, to be observed 
and performed by all manner of persons residing within the same, 
under reasonable penalties and forfeitures, to be levied by distress 
and sale of the goods of the offenders, for the publick benefit of the 
said borough ; with power to elect and send one burgess to sit in the 
house of burgesses, as in the said charter is particularly directed; and 
to hold and keep three markets weekly, and two fairs yearly ; and 
to hold courts of pipowder ; and have and take all tolls, profits and 
perquisites arising, due and incident from and to such markets, 
fairs and courts of pipowder, as in the said charter more fully is 
contained ; and for strengthening and confirming the same. 

IL Be it enacted by the Lieutenant Governorf Council and Burgess- 
eSf of ilds present Geneml Assembly, and it is herebij enacted, by the 
authority of the same^ That the said Charter, and all the clauses, 
grants, powers, privileges and immunities, therein mentioned anil 
contained, be and are hereby confirmed unto the ^ said borough of 
Norfolk, and the inhabitants thereof, for ever; and that the present 
recorder of the said borough, and the recorder thereof for the time 
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being, shall, ih his absence from the said Borough, have full power 
and authority to exercise the said office, by his sufficient deputy • by 
him from time to time to be appointed, by writing, under his hand 
and seal, so as such deputy be approved by the court of the mayor^ 
aldermtn and common council, of the said borough, or the major 
part of them. 

Ill* And be it further enacted^ by the authority afaresaidf That the 
court of hustings in the city of W illiamburg shall from hencefoi*th 
have jurisdiction, and hold plea of all actions personal and mixed, 
and attachments, whereof any county court within this colony by 
law have or can take co.e:nizance ; and that the mayor, recorder and 
aldermen, of the said city, respectively, shall have, use and eter* 
cise all the powers, jurisdictions and authorities, out of court, 
which any justice or justices of the peace of a county now have, or 
can or may use and exercise.

rough ofM*orfolkf and for other purposes therein mentioned. (*) 

(Passed in 1752.) 

L Whereas his present majesty king George the second, by his 
royal charter, bearing date, under the seal of this colony, the fif- 
teenth day of September,! n the tenth year of his reign,was graciously 
pleased to grant to the inhabitants of Norfolk that the same should 
bo a Borough Incorporate, consisting of a mayor, recorder, eight 
aldermen and sixteen common councilmen, and was further pleased, 
among other things, to grant unto the said mayor, recorder, alder- 
men and common council, of the said borougli, and to their success 
sors for ever, and to all freeholders of the said borough owning half 
a lot of land with an house built thereon according to law, and to 
all persons actually residing and inhabiting within the said borough 
having a visible estate of the value of fifty pounds current money 
at the least, and to all persons who should serve five years to any 
trade within the said borough, and should after the expiration ot 
their time be actually housekeepers and inhabitants in the said bo- 
)H)ugh, full power and authority to name, elect and send, one bur- 
gess qualified as therein is mentioned, to be present, sit and vote, in 
the house of burgesses of this colony ; and some doubts and contro- 
versies having lately arisen- concerning the construction of the said,

charter, with respect to the qualifications of persons entitled by the 
said charter to vote at the election of a burgess for the said borough : 
For settling the said doubts and controversies, 

II. Be it enaetedy by the Lieutenant Governour^ Council and Bur- 
gessesn of this present General JlssemUy^ and it is here'y evacted^ by 
the authority of the samef and the true intent and meaning of the said 
Charter is hereby declared to hcj That no person shall vote at the 
election of a burgess for the said borough, in right of any freehold, 
unless he has an estate of freehold in one half of a lot of land within 
the said borough, and that there be standing upon the said half of a 
lot an house of such dimensions as is required by law for saving one 
whole lot, in tenantabie repair at the time of giving such vote ; and 
where two or more are seized of any estate or freehold within the 
said borough, as joint tenants, tenants in common, or copartners, no 
more than one vote shall be given or allowed in right of such fi*ee- 
.Jiold, and that cmly in case all the parties interested can agree, 
otherwise no vote shall be allowed to be given for any such freehold ; 
and that no person shall be entitled to vote at such election, as au 
inhabitant or resident within the said borough, unless he has actu- 
fillyTesided there twelve months next before the time of giving his 
vote ; and no person whatsoever being a servant, by indenture, 
covenant, or otherwise, shall be allowed to give any vote at such 
election, in right or on account of his being an inhabitant or resi- 
dent within the said borough ; and that no person shall be entitled 
to vote at such election, in right or on account of his having served 
five years in the said borough* unless he shall have actually served 
as an apprentice to some trade within the said borough for the ternx 
of five years, and shall have obtained a certificate thereof from the 
court of hustings within the said borough, under the common seal of 
the said borough, and is also an inhabitant or liousekeeper within 
the said borough at the time of giving his vote ; the charge of which 
seal, to any apprentice so serving as aforesaid, shall not exceed two, 
shillings and sixpence current money. 

III. Andbe itfurther enacted^ by the authority aforesaid^ That any 
person claiming a right to vote as a freeholder, before he is admit- 
ted to poll at the election of a burgess for the said borough, shall if 
required by any candidate, or other person entitled to vote at such 
election, take the following oath (or, being one of the people called 
quakers, shall declare to the effect of the same upon his affirmation) 
thsit is to say : 

" You shall swear that you have a sole estate of freehold, or estate 
of freehold in joint tenancy, tenancy in common, or coparcenary 
with in one half of a lot of land within the borough of 

Mortolk, and that there is an house now standing thereon of such 
dimensions as is required by law for saving one whole lot, in tenant- 
able repair ; and that the same hath not been granted to you fraud- 
ulently, on purpose to qualify you to give your vote at this clcctton," 
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And every person claiming a right to vote as a resident and in- 
habitant witnin the said borough shall, if required, take the follow- 
ing oath (or, being a qtiakery declare the same on his affirmation) 
that is to say : 

*^ You shall swear that you are, and have been for twelve months 
last past, a resident and inhabitant within the borou.i^h of Norfolk^ 
and that you have a visible estate of the value of fifty pounds cur- 
rent money, at the least ; and that the same, or any part thereof, 
hath not been given or conveyed t© you fraudulently, on purpose to 
qualify you to give your vote at this election." 

IV. .And he itfurther enactedf That no person shall be qualified to 
be elected one of the common councilmen of the said borough until 
he has actually resided there twelve months at the least, and such 
resideifce shall be deemed a sufficient qualification, although he be 
no freeholder; and that the writ for electing a burgess for the said 
borough shall bo directed to the said mayor of the said borough for 
the time being, as has been used heretofore, and the said mayor is 
hereby declared to be the returning officer. 

y. And for ascertaining the bounds of the said borough, Beiten" 
adedf by the authority aforesaid^ That the mayor, recorder and aiders 
. men of the said borough, for the time being, be, and they are hereby 
declared to be, the sole feoffees, or trustees and directors of the said 
borough, and that they be hereby empowered to order a complete 
plan to be made of the bounds within the said borough, and that the 
charge thereof be paid by the respective freeholders. 

YI. Provided neverthelessy That nothing herein contained shall 
be construed to take away, or alter, the right and title of the Jus- 
tices of the county of Norfolk in and to one certain lot or pared of 
land within the said borough, whereon the court house and prison 
now stand. 

Yll. .And be it further enacfed^by the authority aforesaidf That the 
court of hustings within the said borough, shall from henceforth 
have the sole power of granting licenses to ordinary keepers within 
the said borough, and that the county court of Norfolk shall not ex- 
ercise any jurisdiction in that matter, as hath been formerly done. 

VIIL Provided alwaysy That such licenses be granted in the 
manner directed by an act of assembly made in the twenty second 
yearof the reign of his present majesty, entitled. An Act for regulat- 
ing ordinai^ies^, and restraint of tippling houses ; and the justices of 
the said court of hustings shall have the same power and authority, 
both as to glinting licenses and regulating and suppressing ordi- 
naries, as the justices of any county coui*t within the colony have or 
may exercise by virtue of the same or any other act of assembly. 

IX. And whereas it api)ears to this assembly that there is nQ 
courthouse or prison belonging to the corporation of tbe said bo- 
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roiigfay for the comniitmcnt of debtors, criminals and offenders, but 
that the courthouse and prison of Norfolk county, standing within 
tiie limits of the said borough, hath hitherto been used for that pur- 
pose, on sufferance, which is attended with inconvenience, both to 
the said county and borougli, and that they are desirous a courthouse 
and prison should be built for the use of the said borough, at tho 
charge of the inhabitants of tlie corporation, but i4 is a doubt whe- 
ther tbey have power by their charter to assess a tax on the said 
inhabitants for that use, or for any other needful occasion of tho 
borough, when their chamber is deficient, Be it therefore enacted^ by 
the authority aforesaidf That it shall and may be lawful for tbe mayor^ 
recorder, aldermen and common council of the said borough, for the 
time being, in common hall assembled^ to levy and assess, by the 
poll, on the tithable persons inhabiting within the said borougli, all 
such sum and sums of money as shall be necessary for erecting a 
courthouse and prison for tbe use of the said borough, if their cham- 
ber shall be deficient, and to appoint a collector of the same; and if 
any person or persons shall refuse or neglect to satisfy or pay tho 
money so on him, her, or them, levied or assessed, according to the 
times appointed for payment thereof, it shall and may bo lawftd to 
and for such collector, on warrant from under the hand of any ma- 
gistrate of the said borough, to levy tho money so due by distress 
and sale of the delinquent's goods, in the same manner as for noa 
payment of publick and county levies in this colony. 

X. .And he it further evaded^ by the authority qforesaidf That tho 
justices of the county of Norfolk for the time being, shall, and they 
are hereby required, at the time of laying the levies for the said 
county, in every year, to levy for the sergeant and constables of the 
said borough for the time being, so much tobacco as siiall hereafter 
become duo to them for all such services done, and prison fees, 
arising within the said borough, not already by law directed to- be 
paid, as would properly be chargeable on the said county, by the 
sheriff and constables thereof^ in case the said borough had not been 
incorporated, 

XI. And whei*eas, at the time of laying out the aforesaid town of 
Norfolk, a lot or parcel of land was laid off and set apart for the use 
of a school, for the benefit of the inhabitants of the said borouj^h and 
county of Norfolk, which said lot or parcel of ground is capable of 
being improved and built on. Be it enacted^ by the authority aforesaid. 
That the court of the said county of Norfolk, and the mayor, recor- 
der and aldermen .of the said borough, or the major part of fhem, 
shall liave full power and authority to build on, or let, the said lot or 
parcel of land, for any term of years, for the use and benefit of the 
said school^ and to provide and agree with an able master for the 
said school, capable to teach the Greek and Latin tongues; which 
said master, before he be received or admitted to keep school, shall 
undergo an examination before tlie masters of the college of William 
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und Mary, and therainistef of Elizabeth paHsh, for the time bcine^^ 
and produce a certificate of liis capacity, and also a license from the 
governor, or commander in chief of this dominion for the time bein,^^ 
agreeable to his majesty's instructions, which said master, qualified 
as aforesaid, shall continue in such office during his good behaviour^ 
and no longer.

(Passed in 1757.) 

I. Whereas his late majesty king George the first, of blessed 
memory, by his royal charter, bearing date, under the seal of this 
colony, the twenty-eighth day of July, in the eighth year of his 
i*cign, was graciously pleased to grant unto the inhabitants of 
Williamsburg that the same sliould be a City Incorporate, consisting 
of a mayor, recorder, six aldermen and twelve common councilmen^ 
and was further pleased, amongst other things, to give and grant 
to the said mayor, recorder, aldermen, and common councilmeni 
of the said city, and to their successors, for ever, full and free 
power and authority to have, hold, and keep two markets weekly, 
in some convenient place in the said city, to be by them appointed^ 
that is to say, on every Wednesday and every Saturday in the 
week, and by a charter passed under the great seal of this colony, 
bearing date, at Williamsburg, the fifteenth day of September, in the 
tenth J ear of his present majesty's reigrt, the town of Norfolk is 
erected into a borough, by the name of the Borough ofNorfolk^ and 
the inhabitants thereof are made a Body Corporate^ consistingofa 
mayor, recorder, eight aldermen, and sixteen common councilmen, 
with capacity, amongst other things, to hold, and keep three mar- 
kets weekly, that is to say on Tuesday, Thursday, and Saturday, 
in every week 5 and whereas it hath been found very inconvenient 
for the inhabitants of the said city and Borough not to hold a mar- 
ket oftener, and application hath been made to the honorable Ro- 
bert Dinwiddie, esquire, his majesty's lieutenant governor and 
commander in chief of this colony, for leave to pass an act To en- 
large the Power oj the Corporatidns oj the said City and Borough, 
with respect to their Markets, and Ite hatii been pleased to give his 
consent thereto : Be it therefore enacted, by the Lieutenant Governor, 
Council, and Burgesses, of this present General Assembly, and it is 
hereby enacted, by the authority of the samcy That it shall and

and other commodities as shall be sold in the said markets* as they 
shall think reasonable, not exceeding the several suras mentioned 
in the said charters. 

IL Jind be it further enacted by the authority aforesaid^ That it 
shall and may be lawful to and for the mayor, recorder^ aldermen, 
and common councilmen, of the said city and borough respectively, 
or the major part of them, in common council assembled, to levy 
and assess by the poll, on the tithable persons inhabiting within 
the said city and borough, all such sum and sums of money as shall 
be necessary for building a house or houses, and providing all 
things necessary for holding a market within the said city and 
borough respectively, if their chamber shall be deficient, and to ap- 
point a collector of the same ; and if any person or persons shall ne- 
glect or refuse to satisfy or pay the money so on him, her, or them, 
levied and assessed, according to the time appointed for pay* 
ment thereof, it shall and may be lawful to and for such collector, 
by warrant from under the hand of any magistrate of the said city 
or borough, respectively, to levy the money so due by distress and 
sale of the delinquent's goods, in the same manner as for non- 
payment of publick and county levies in this colony,

Jin *Sct for enlarging and ascertaining the Limits of the Borough of 
Norfolk, and Jor other purposes therein mentioned. 

(Passed in 1761.) 

I. Whereas his late majesty king George the second, of happy 
and glorious memory, by his royal charter bearing date under the 
seal of this colony, the fifteenth day of September, in the tenth 
year of his reign, did grant to the inhabitants of Norfolk that the 
same should be a Borough Incorporate, to consist of a mayor, 
recorder, eight aldermen, and sixteen common councilmen, with 
sundry rights, privileges and immunities, as in tlie said charter are 
fully expressed ; which charter hath been since confirmed and 
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«x|ilaincdy and the privileges of the inhabitants of the said borough 
eulargedy by di%'crs acts of the general assembly of this colony. 

IL And wherens, since the date of the said charter, divers per- 
8ons» proprietors of the lands adjacent to the said borough, have 
laid out the same into lots and streets, many of which are built on 
and improved, and people are daily resorting thither, and it is now 
become a doubt whether the proprietors of such adjacent lots are 
to be considered and deemed inhabitants of the said borough, and 
entitled to the rights, privileges and immunities, granted by the 
said charter, and the several acts of assembly afoi^said : and the 
mayor, recoi*der, aldermen, common councilmen, and other inhab- 
itants of the said borougli, have made their humble suit to this 
present general assembly that the bounds of the said borough may 
be enlarged and fully ascertained, so as to prevent all future dis- 
putes : Be it therefore enacted by the Lieutenant Goroernour^ Council 
and BurgesseSf of this present General Assembly f and it is hereby 
enacted by the authority of the same, That from and after the pass- 
ing of this act, all the lands contained within the lines and bounds 
herein after described, including the town originally built on and 
established at the time of tlic gratitingof the said charter, shall be 
deemed and taken to be the borougli of Norfolk, to-wit : beginning at 
the head of a creek called Newton's creek, and thence within a line 
to be run north fifty-nine degrees west seventy-two poles to the 
head of Smith's creek ; tlicnce along the said Smith's creek, ac- 
cording to its various courses and meanders, to the mouth thereof 
in Elizabeth River; thence bounding on the said river the differ- 
ent courses thereof to the mouth of the said Newton's creek^ and 
thence up the said Newion's creek to the beginning. 

If L *ind be it further enacted, by the authority q/bresaid. That the 
purchasers of the said lands included within the bounds aforesaid^ 
iiereby added to and made part of the said borough, as soon as the 
same shall be laid off into lots and built on and saved, according 
to the directions of the said charter and the several acts of assem- 
bly aforesaid, and also the other inhabitants and housekeepers 
thereof, shall be entitled to and have and enjoy all and singular the 
rights, privileges and immunities, granted to and enjoyed by the 
fi*eeholders and other inhabitants of the said borough. 

IV. And whereas it is represented to this present general assem- 
bly that a certain piece or parcel of land in the said borough of 
Norfolk* whereon a public warehouse lately stood, commonly call- 
ed the Fort-Land, is daily wasting away by the washing of the 
river, and the justices of the county not having the power to levy 
money for that purpose, and there not being sufficient in the cham- 
ber of the said borough to defray the expense of securing the same 
and building a wharf and storehouses thereon, which are very 
necessary and convenient for sliipping, and would be a ^reat ben- 
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efit and advantaii^e to the county aF Norfolk and the said borough* 
and tliat certain persons named in a schedule hereunto annexed^ 
have, with the consent and approbation of the justices of the coun- 
ty, the mayor, recorder, aldermen, and common councilmen of the 
said borough, agreed amongst themselves to advance and pay the 
sums of money set down and expressed against their respective 
names in tiie said schedule to trustees^ to be applied towards en- 
larging and securing the said piece or parcel of ground and erect- 
ing a wharf and storehouses thereon, on the terms and conditions 
hereinafter expressed ; therefore, for encouraging and ]iromoting 
so useful and beneficial an undertaking. Be it enacted, by theau* 
ihority aforesaid^ that John Hutchings, Robert Tucker, Archibald 
Campbell, James Holt, Paul Loyall, Thomas Newton^ Samuel 
Boush, William Aitchison, Daniel Rothcry, William Bradley, 
John Tucker, Goodrich Boush, James Taylor, Archibald White,' 
Robert Waller, John Hunter, and William Freeman, gentlemen, 
shall be, and they are hereby declared, nominated and appointed, 
trustees and directors for putting the same into execution ; and 
the said piece or parcel of land shall be vested in the said trustees 
in fee-simple, and it shall and may be lawful to and for the said 
trustees and directors, or the major part of them, to take and re- 
ceive of and from the several persons named in the same schedule 
the several sums of money therein set down against their respect^ 
ive names, and to give their receipts for the same, expressing the 
purposes for which the said sums shall be paid ; on receipt whereof 
tlie said trustees and directors shall, and they are hereby empow- 
ered and required, tu lay out and apply the same in and towards 
enlarging and securing the said piece or parcel of ground, and ^ 
in erecting and building a wharf and a storehouse or storehouses 
thereon, in such manner as tiie said trustees and directors, or the 
major part of them, shall think proper and most convenient for the 
careening of ships and other vessels and storing their rigging, 
tackle and lading. And when the same shall be completed, tiie 
said trustees and directors, or the major part of tbem, shall let 
and hire out the said wharf and storehouses for the best price they 
can get for the same, and shall keep just and fair accounts of their 
proceedings in books by them to be provided for that purpose, and 
also of the rents and profits of the said wharf and storehouse ; and 
shall on the first day of May in every year, account with and pay 
to the several persons named in the said schedule, their respective 
heirs, executors^ administrators or assigns, or other legal repre- 
sentatives, an equal dividend of the money arising from the rents 
and profits of the said wharf and storehouses, in proportion to the 
sums of money by them respectively advanced and paid as aforesaid. 

V. ^nd be it further enacted, by the authority aforesaid. That it 
shall and may be lawful to and Tor the justices of the said 
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county of Norfolk for the time being» or» in case of their refusal 
to and for the mayor, recorder^ aldermen* and common council, of 
the said borough* at any time hereafter* to purchase the said land* 
Wharf* and storehouses* of the said trustees and directors^ or their 
survivors, for the use and beneflt of the said county or borough 
resjiectively / and the said trustees .and directors* and their sur- 
Titorsy shall and they are hereby required^ at any time hereafter* 
to convey the same to the said justices* or mayor* recorder* al« 
dermen, and common councilmen* of the said borough* and their 
sHCcessors* in trust* for the benefit and advantage of the inhabi- 
tants of the said county and borough* on their reimbursing the se- 
veral persons named in the said schedule* their respective heirs> 
execu^rsy administrators or assigns* or other legal representa- 
tives* the several suras of money by them respectively advanced 
and, paid as aforesaid.

court of the county of Norfolk, and the mayor, recorder^ and al» 
dermen, of the said borough, or the major part of them, were in- 
vested with full power and authority to build on, or let^ a certain 
lot or parcel of land therein, mentioned, which at the laying 
off the said borough had been set a part for the use of a school 
for the benefit of the inhabitants of the said borough and county of 
Norfolk, and to provide and agree with an able master for the 
said school, capable to teach the Greek and Latin tongues^ which

(Passed in 1772.) 

I. Whereas it is represented to this present general assembly, by 
the mayor, aldermen, and common council of the borough of Nor- 
folk, that large quantities of gunpowder are frequently stored in. 
diflercnt parts of the said borough, which, in case of fire, would 
prove destructive to the lives and properties of the inhabitantfi of 
tUe said borough, and the chamber thereof being deficient, and the 
said corporation having no power, by their charter, to assess a 
tax on tlie inhabitants for the purpose of building a magazine : Be 
it therefore enacted, iy the Oovernor, Coundt and BurgesseSf. of 
this present General •Assembly ^ and it is hereby enacted^ by the autho- 
rity of the same. That from and after the passing of this act, the 
mayory recorder, aldermen and common council, of the said bo- 
I'ough, or the major part of them in common hall assembled, shall., 
have full power and authority to levy and assess, on the freehold- 
ers and inhabitants thereof, a tax, sufficient to purchase. a lot of 
ground within the said borough, and for erecting thereon a maga- 
zine, for the reception and storage of all such gunpowder as siiall 
be landed and brought to the said borough, and shall and may ap-. 
point one or more collector or collectors, of the said tax, And if 



any person or persons, on i;vlioni such tax shall be assessed, shall 
neglect or refuse to pay the same, at the time appointed for the 
payment thereof, it shall and may be lawful for such collector to 
levy the same by distress and sale of such delinquent's goods. In 
the same manner as is directed and prescribed by law for the non- 
payment of public and county levies, 

IL Jnd be it further enadedf hy the authority aforesaid^ That the 
common ball of the said borough shall and may, and they arc 
hereby empowered, from time to time, to appoint a keeper of such 
magazine, and to allow and pay him such compensation and sala- 
ry as to tiie said hall shall appear reasonable, out of the money 
which shall arise from the storage of gunpowder, deposited in 
theiiaid magazine, and that such keeper shall attend two days in 
erery week, from nine o'clock in the morning till twelve o'clock, 
and from three o'clock in the afternoon till five o'clock, in order 
to receive into said magazine all such gunpowder as shall be 
brought to be stored therein, and to deliver out the same again 
Vi\\tn tho't necessary by the owners thereof. And such keeper shall 
moreover, upon notice given him for that purpose, by the owner, 
or proprietor of any gunpowder, attend at the said magazine on 
any other day, except Sunds^y, to receive into, or deliver back, the 
same, provided such owner or proprietor shall pay, or tender to 
the said keeper, the siim of three shillings, for such attendance. 

III. *And he it further enacted^ by the authority aforesaid^ That as 
soon as the said magazine shall be built, all gunpowder, landed at 
or brought to the said borough, shall be carried to said magazine 
and there stored and kept so long as the same shall remain in the 
said borough, and if any person or persons shall land or store, or 
cause, or procure, to be landed or stored, in any other place, with- 
in the said borough, than the said magazine, any gunpowder, such 
person or persons shall forfeit and pay the sum of twenty shillings, 
current money, for cacji bai-rel of gunpowder so landed and stor- 
ed, one moiety thereof shall be to his majesty, his heirs and suc- 
cessors, for the better defraying the contingent charges of the said 
borough, and the other moiety to the informer. And if the penal- 
ties inflicted by this act shall exceed five pounds, the same shall be 
recovered by action of debt, in any court having cognizance there- 
of, and if the same shall be under that sum, and above twenty-five 
Shillings, to be recovered by petition and summons, and if the same 
shall not exceed twenty-five shillings, then to be recovered by a 
justice of the peace : Provided always^ That nothing in this actshall ' 
extend or be construed to extend to restrain any person within the 
said borough, from keeping in his or her dwelling-house, or store-, 
house any gunpowder, not exceeding the quantity of ten pounds. 

W. And be it further enacted^ by the authority aforesaid. That 
the keeper of the said magazine shall be impowered, and is hereby 
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(tirected io demand and receivei for every barrel of ^npo\irder» 
deposited in the said ma<^azine^ from the owner and proprietor of 
such powder^ one shilling and three pence per barrel, at the time 
the same shall be delivered out. And such keeper, before he en? 
ters into office shall give bond, with security* in a reasonable pen* 
alty, payable to the mayor, atdcrmen, and common council of the 
said borough, for the faithful discharge of his duty, and shall annu- 
ally, account upon oath, with the common hall of the said boroughit 
for all monies by him received, as keeper of said magazine, and in 
case of failure so to do, shall be liable in the same manner as the 
collectors of the county and parish levies are by law made liable. 
And the collector of the tax, to be assessed on the inhabitants of 
the said borough as aforesaid, before he undertakes the same shall 
give bond with security, as aforesaid, for the due collection and. 
payment of the said taxes. 



^^Act to amend the Charter of the Borough of Norfolk., 

(Passed in 1787.) 

Section I. Whereas the mode of electing common councilmen for 
the Borougk of Norfolk, as fixed bytliecharter, is judged impolitic 
and unconstitutional. Be it therefore enacted by the General ^^ssem^ 
hlyf That on the twenty-fourth day of June next, or if that shall 
liappen on a Sunday, then t!ie day following, all and every of the 
common councilmen of the said borough of Norfolk, shall be dis- 
placed, and that on the same day the freeholders and inhabitants 
within the said borougli, qualified by law to vote for a delegate to, 
represent the said borough, and also on tlie same day of the said 
month, in every third year thereafter, shall meet at the place where 
tlie court of said borough hath been, or sliall be usually held, and 
then and there elect sixteen fit and ajble men, being freeholders and 
inhabitants of the said borough, to serve as common councilmen 
within the same for three years, of which election, ten days previ- 
ous notice slwill be given by the mayor, recorder, or senior ajdtsr- 
man, for the time being, who shall preside at and be the judge of 
the qualifications of the voters at such elections. A majority of 
the common councilmen so chosen, shall be a sufficient number 
to proceed to business, and they shall before they enter on 
the execution of their oflSce take the oath (or affirmation) of fideli- 
ty to tlie commonwealth, and moreover take the following oath, or 

affirmation : •• I do solemnly swear (or affirm as the case 

may be) that I will faithfully, impartially, and justly perform the 
duty of my office, as common councilman of the borough of Nor' 
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folk, accordhif; to the best of mj skill and jadgment. So help me 
God." Which oath* or affirmatioiit the mayor, recorder^ or either 
of the aldermen* are hereby authorised to administer, and grant a 
certificate of the same to the person or persons so qualified, which 
certificate shall be hidged with the clerk of tlie borough of Nor- 
folkf and by him entered of record on the books of tkie said com- 
mon council. All intermediate vacancies' in the common council 
shall be supplied in like manner on any day which the mayor, i*e-. 
corder, or senior alderman, as the case may be, sliail appoint^ 
previous notice thereof being given as aforesaid ; and the person or 
persons so chosen shall continue in office until the next general 
election. The common councilmen when chosen shall elect one of 
their body to preside at their meeting^y who shall have power to 
convene the said common council when necessary. And in case of 
the death, resignation or removal of the common councilman 
ao chosen to preside, it shall be lawful for the mayor, recorder, or 
senior alderman* as the case may he, to convene the common coun- 
cil for the purpose of electing one of their body to supply such va- 
cancy. The sole and exclusive right of passing bye-laws, and 
taxing th& freeholders and inhabitants of the said borough, togeth- 
er with the appropriation of all monies belonging to the same, is 
hereby vested in the common council. All taxes within the said 
borough shall be equal and uniform, and for the solo purpose of 
regulating the police of the same. All vacancies in the court of 
hustings shall be supplied by the governor, with the advice of the 
council, on recommendjations of the said court, from the members 
of the common council, or from among the citizens of the said bo- 
rough, who shall have the qualificatioas prescribed by this act for 
the members of the common council. The election of the mayor is 
hereby declared to be vested in the court of aldermen. So much 
of the charter of the borough of Norfolk, and of all and every act 
or acts of assembly, as is contrary to the intent and meaning of 
this act^ is hereby repealed. 



Jin dctjor regulating the rights of Cities, Towns^ and Boroughs^ and 

the jurisdiction of Corporation Courts^ 

(Passed in 1788.) 

Section I. Whereas the accumulating, difierent and distinct offices 
of power and authority in the same persons, has a tendency tointro-^ 
duce abuses, and to create an improper and dangerous influence in 
a few individuals, contrfjry to the spirit and genius of republican 
government^ and naturally productive of oppression^ and subrer- 
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pire of lib^rfjr : Bt it thenfore enacted by the General Ji^emUyf 
That from and after the first clay of March next no person beinj^a 
member of any corporation court, court of hustinj^t orconMnon 
council of any city, town or borough within this commonwealth, 
shall, while a member of such corporation court, court of busting, 
or common council, be capahle of acting as a justice of any coui^y 
court. 

Sec II. ^nd be it further enactedf That from and after the said 
first day of March next, tlie respective corporation courts, or courts 
of hustings, in any city, town or borough, shall hare jurisdiction 
only in suits or controversies instituted between the respective inha- 
bitants or citizens of such city« town, or borough, and between one 
or more of the inhabitants or citizens of such city, town, or bo- 
rough, and any person or persons not an inhabitant or inhabitants 
pf this commonwealth, and in either case, only where the contract 
hath been made, or the cause of the action hath accrued wkhtn 
such city, town or borough ; and in all such suits and controver- 
sies, their respective jurisdiction shall not be limited to any parti«* 
cularsum, but shall be co-extensive with the jurisdiction of the 
county court. 

6'ec. Ill* Provided neverthelesSf That nothing in this act contained 
shall be construed lo prejudice or in any manner afllbct any suit 
now pending* or which may be instituted in any such corporation 
court, or court of hustings, before the said first day of March next, 
nor to prejudice, or in any manner afiect the charters of the city of 
\filliamsburg and borough of Norfolk, or either of them. 

Sec. IV. And whereas it is contrary to the true principles of re- 
presentation, that a freehold estate in any particular place should 
enable the possessor to vote in the elections of different and distinct 
places ; Be it enacted That in any city, town or borough, which 
at any time hereafter shall obtain and enjoy the privileges of' send- 
ing in its own right a representative to the house of delegates of 
this commonwealth, the freeholders thereof shall be, and they are 
hereby declared incapable of v .ting in the election of delegates for 
any county, in virtue or right of their respective freehold estates 
v?ithin any city, town or borough. 

Sec. V. .And be it further enacted^ That so much of any and every 
law as is contrary to this act> shall be, and is hereby repealed* 
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Jin Jkt to amend the Jet for regulating the rights of Citie^y Towns and 
Bormighs, and the jurisdiction of Corporation Courts* 

(Passed in irss.) 

Section I. Whereas it is represented to the general assembly that 
the act, entitled ^^ An act for regulating the rights of cities, towns 
and boroughs, and the jurisdiction of corporation courts ;" ought 
to be so extended to the courts of hustings of the city of Williams- 
burg and borough of Norfolk, as to prevent any member of those 
courts from acting as a county magistrate : Be it therefore enacted bip 
the general assemhlyf That from and after the passing of this act no 
person hting a member of any court of hustings and of a county 
court, shall be permitted to exercise both offices ; but it shall be 
optional in such person to declare which of the offices he means ta 
keep possession of : And his election being made known at the first 
court for the county or corporation which he shall attend, shall be 
entered of record, and his seat in the county or coi'poration courts 
as the case may be, shall thereupon be deemed vacated. 

Sec. II. Jind be it also enacted^ That no pei^son holding botli offi-< 
ces shall exercise the power of either, until his determination or 
choice be entered of record as before recited : Frovidedj That 
nothing in the before recited act shall be construed to affect the ju- 
risdiction of the courts of hustings in the city of Williamsburg, oi^ 
borough of Norfolk, or either of them* or in any wise to affect the 
rights or privileges of the common councilmen of the city of Wil- 
liamsburg, or borough of Norfolk, as heretofore exercised* 



Jn Mt to grant certain privileges to the Cities of Richmond and Wilr 

Uamsburg^ and to the Borough oJJ^Torfolk* 

(Passed in 1790.) 

N. B.— rThe four first sections relate to the city of Richmond. 

Section V. Jnd be it further enacted^ That the courts of hustings 
of the city of Williamsburg and borough of Norfolk, at their respec- 
tive quarterly sessions, shall have the same power and authority to 
impanel grand juries as is by this act given to the court of hust- 
ings of the city of Richmond. 

Sec* VI. dnd be it further enacted^ That the inhabitants of the bo- 
rough of Norfolk, shall not be grand jurymen in the county of 
Norfolk. 

Sec.Ylh So much of every act which comes within the purview of 
this act; shall be and the same is hereby repealed. 
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Jin Atl oomcrmng certain Corporation Courts. . 

(Passed in 1793,) 

Be it enacted, That from and after the passing of this act* it shall 
be lawful for any corporation courts, whose powers of levying mo- 
ney on the inhabitants thereof are limited by law to any specific 
and certain sum, to levy on the inhabitants of the said corporations^ 
in addition thereto, so much ihoney in each year, as will enable them 
to build and keep in repair suiBcient jails, pillories and stocks in 
the said corporations respectively ;'ai1y thingin any other law to the 
contrary in any wise, notwithstanding. 



Jin Act to extend the jurisdiction of the Hustings Court of A^orjolk 

Borough. 

(Passed in 1796.) 

See. L Be it enacted. That the jurisdiction of the court of hust- 
ings of Norfolk borough) shall extend to all vessels lying at any 
wharf, projecting from the said borough, and also all vessels made 
fast to others lying at the wharves, or in the docks or waters with* 
in the wharves. 

Sec. 11. This act shall commence and be in force> from and after 
the passing thereof. 



An Act concerning Corporations. 

(Passed in 17960 

Section I. Be it enacted by the General Assembly, That from and 
after the passing of this act, the mayor, aldermen and commonality 
of the several corporate towns within this commonwealth and their 
successors, shall, upon request of any person or persons desirous 
thereof, grant licenses to exercise in such town the tiade or business 
uf an auctioneer; Provided, That no such license shall be granted 
until the person or persons requesting the same, shall enter into 
bond with one or more sufficient sureties, payable to the mayor, 
aldermen and commonality of such corporate town and their succes- 
sors, in such penalty with such condition as by the bye-laws and 
ordinances of such corporate town shall be required. And provided 
alsa. That any license which may have been heretofore granted, by 
the supervisor of this district, shall remain in full force during the 
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tcpm for which the same was granted. And every person or jicr- 
sons so licensed, shall have the same powers^ and be subject to the 
same regulations, and to the payment of the same sum as the ven- 
due masters or auctioneers, appointed, or to be appointed by the 
mayor, aldermen and commonality of the several corporate towns,. 
are liable and subject to. 

Sec, 11. And he it further enacted^ That the magistrates of any 
corporate town shall have the same power to examine privily, and 
take the acknowledgement otfeme eorceri to a conveyance and to cer- 
tify the same, as is by law given to justices of the peace of a county ; 
and the court of hustings for each corporation within this common* 
wealth shall have the same power to admit to record, authenticated 
copies of wills, proved according to the laws of any of the United 
States, or of countries without the limits of the same, as is given by 
law to the county courts. 



Jin Act to authorise one or more Lotteries in the Borough of Norfolk., 

(Passed in 1796) 

Section I. Be it enacted by the General Assembly, That it shall 
be lawful for the mayor and commonality of the borough of Nor- 
folk, to raise by one or more lotteries, the sum often thousand dol- 
lars, to be by them applied towards paying the expense of paving 
the streets in the said borough. 

Sec. IL This act shall commence and be in force from and after 
the passing thereof. 



An Act to amend the Act prorviding for the Poor, and declaring who 

shall be deemed Vagrants, 

(Passed in 1798.) 

Section I. Be it enacted by the General Assembly, That whensoever 
any county or corporation shall neglect or fail to appoint persons at 
the time prescribed by law, to superintend the elections of overseers 
of the poor, every court where such failure may happen, shall be, 
and it is hereby empowered and required to make such appointment 
at any subsequent court, or to fill the vacancy in the office of an 
overseer or overseers of the poor at any court after the same shall 
happen. 

Sec. IL This act shall commence and be in force from and af- 
ter the passing thereof. 
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An Jld authorising the Common Council of the Borough ofMnJbUty to 
make provision Jbr the support of the Poor of the said Borough. 

(Passed January 11, 1798.) 

Section h Be it enacted by the General Assembly, That the coniv 
mon Council of the Borough of Norfolk shall be, and they are 
hereby authorised and empowered to levy and assess taxes- for tho 
support and maintenance of the pottr of the said borough ; to make 
such regulations as to them may seem proper, relative to the poor 
house and work house already erected, or which they may hereafter 
think it necessary to erect therein, and annually to appoint over- 
seers of the poor of the said borough; which overseers to be ap- 
pointed, shall, in all respects, relative to their poor, have all other 
powers and authorities not expressly given by this act to the said 
common council, whicli overseers of the poor, elected for counties, 
have in their respective counties. 

iSec, II The court of hustings of the said borough shall not in 
futui*e have or exercise any of the powers herein vested in the com- 
mon council or overseers of the poor. 

6ec» III. This act shall commence and be in force froiii and after 
the first day of May neoKt. 



An Act to authorise WiUiam Colleyf to build a ToU Bridge over Smithes 

Creeky near the Borough ofJVbrJolk. 

(Passed January 6th, 1801.) 

Section I. Be it enacted by the General Assembly, That it shall be 
lawful for William CoUey, his heirs and assigns, to erect a Bridge 
from his land over Smith's Creek, otherwise called Glebe Creek, 
and abut the same on the land at the termination of York-street, in 
the Borough of Norfolk. 

Sec. II. The Bridge so to be erected shall be at least twelve feet 
broad, shall be so constructed, to have a draw bridge over the chan- 
nel of the said creek, so as not to interrupt the pasbage of fish, or 
the navigation of such vessels and boats as may now navigate the 
same, and shall be completed within two years from the passing of 
this act. Provided alwaySy that the right and privilege hereby 
granted to the said William CoUey, his heirs and assigns, shall 
cease and expire, unless the said bridge shall be constructed in the 
manner and within the time herein before mentioned, and also in case 
the said bridge shall be impassable after it is erected for one year, 
at any one period. 

Sec. III. So soon as the said bridge shall be erected tlie court of 
the borough of Norfolk, shall and may ascertain and fix the rates 
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m* lolls to be paid for the passage thereof, and to regulate the same 
|rom time to time; and the said William Colley, his heirs and as- 
signs, shall have power and authority to demaQd and receive the 
tolls and rates so ascertained. 

Sec. lY* If the collector of the tolls shall demand and receive 
greater rates than sha-l be allowed as aforesaid, the said collector 
and the said William Colley, his heirs and assigns, shall forfeit and 
pay to the party injured the tolls demanded and received, and two 
dollars to be recovered with costs by warrant. 

Sec. y. This act shall commence and be in force from and after 
the passing thereof* 



An Act coneerrdng the Docks and Wharves in the Borough of 

MVrJolk. 

(Passed in 1801.) 

Whereas the Docks and Wharves, more especially such as remain 
unfinished, and such as may hereafter go to decay, on the river and 
creeks within the Borough of Norfolk, have and may become dan- 
gerous to the health of the inhabitants and others trading thereto, 
from the putrid matter and filth thrown therein and left to dry by 
the ebb tide ; for prevention whereof, 

Election I. Be it enacted by the General Assemblyf That the Court 
of Hustings of the said Borough shall be, and they are hereby em- 
powered, at a Court to be held in the month of February or March, 
annually, to appoint three discreet persons, being house-keepers, 
as Wardens of the Port, for the purpose of inspecting the said 
Docks and WHiarves, who shall take an oath in the said Court, 
faithfully and impartially to execute the said office ; and if they, or 
any two of them, shall be of opinion that any Dock or Wharf is 
a nuisance, they shall immediately give notice in writing to the 
owner thereof, requiring him or her to remove such nuisance, either 
by deepening the place or filling it up, allowing a reasonable time 
for performing the same. If any person shall neglect or refuse to 
comply with the directions of the said Wardens, it shall be the duty 
of some one of them to inform the Attorney for the said Borough, 
of such nuisance, and deliver him a copy of the notice given to the 
owner, and the Attorney shall thereupon present an indictment to 
the Grand Jury at the next Quarterly Court to be held for the said 
Borough, and if the Grand Jury shall find the indictment to be 
.true, the cause shall be tried at the succeeding monthly Court, and 
the Jury in their verdict, in case they find against the defendant, 
shall assess the fine for the said nuisance, w^hich shall be appropri- 
ated by the said Wardens towards the removal thereof, deducting 
therefrom ten per centum For their trouble. 
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Sec It. And be it further enacted. That if the fine shall not prove 
fiufficicnt to remove the nuisance^ and the owner of the place will 
not contribute to remove it in a reasonable time, the like proceed- 
ings shall and may be had against him or her, as if he or she bad 
never been fined. 

Sec, III. And whereas the owners of lots on the river and 
creeks are constantly extending their wharves and breast works 
beyond each other, whereby the navigation is greatly obstructed^ 
Be it therefore further enacted. That the said Wardens^ assisted by 
the Surveyor of the County, shall run a line from the east to the 
West end of the said Borough on the water, having due regard to 
the depth of the water from the one end of the town to the other, so 
as not to obstruct the navigation of the river ; and moreover run a 
line on each side of the creeks, so as to leave a canal of at least 
forty feet wide in the middle thereof, beyond which said lines no 
person shall extend any wharf or breast work, under the penalty of 
ten thousand dollars, to be recovered in the name of the Wardens 
by action of debt, either in the District Court of Suffolk, or County 
Court of Norfolk, with costs, and applied towards improving the 
streets on the river or creek-sides in which ever place the offence is 
committed, deducting five per centum to be retained by the War* 
dens as a commission for their trouble ^ and in case the Wardens 
shall fail to sue within three monttis after the extension of any 
wharf or breast work, beyond the lines so to be laid off*, it shall be 
lawful for any other person to sue for such penalty, to be applied 
as aforesaid ; the person so suing shall receive five per centum as a 
commission for his trouble. All expences incurred in running said 
lines shall be provided for by the Common Hall of said Borough of 
Norfolk. 

See. lY. This act shall Commence and be in force from slnd af* 
ter the passing thereof. 



Jin Act to amend the Act, entituled, an Act to amend the Charter of 
the Borough of Norfolk, and to amend the Acty entitled^ an Act au^ 
thorising the Common Council of the Borough of J^orfolk to appro* 
priate and apply the Taxes thereof 

(Passed in 1802.) 

Section I. Be it enacted by the General Assembly, That on the 
twenty -fourth day of June next, or if that should happen on a Sun- 
day, IJien the day following, and also on the same day of the same 
month in every year thereafter, with the aforesaid proviso as to 
Sunday, the Common Councilmen of the Borough of Norfolk shall 
be elected in the manner already prc&cribed by law, to serve for one 
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year nbxt ensuing such elextion. The Common Coiincilmen when 
chosen and qualiiied as the law directs, shall elect out of their own 
body Tor the term aforesaid, a President and Vice-President, the 
latter shall preside at their meetings in the absence of the formet^ 
and shall have like power to convene tiic Common Council whenever 
the said President shall be out of the borough or unable to attend. 
And in case of the death, resignation or removal of either of the 
persons elected to preside as aforesaid, tlie survivor shall convene 
the Common Council for the purpose of electing one of their own bo« 
dy to supply such vacancy. 

Sec. IL •ind be it enacted^ That the Common Council shall have 
the sole right of taxing the freeholders and inhabitants tliereof^ and 
passing bye-laws or ordinances for the purpose of regulating the 
police of the said borough, not contravening the constitution or laws 
of this Commonwealth ; that all appropriations for the support of 
the poor, repairs and improvements of the streets, and support of a 
watch, shall be separate and distinct from each other ; and all taxes 
assessed for the repairs and improvements of the streets, shall be 
subject to the order and controul of the Mayor, Recorder and Al- 
dermen of the said borough as directors of the streets, and shall be 
apportioned by them amtmg the several wards, in any manner 
which they may judge to be most conducive to the benefit of the 
said corporation. Tiie court of the said borough shall annually lay 
off the said borough into not more than ten, nor less than six 
wards ; and shall annually appoint one discreet person in every 
ward, to act as a Commissioner of the street within the same, who 
shall jgive bond and security for the faithful discharge of his duty, 
to the Mayor, Recorder and Aldermen, and their successors, fortbc 
benefit of the said Borough, and in such penalty as the Court of 
the said Borougli shall direct, and shall receive as a compensation 
for his services a sum not exceeding seven and a half percent, on 
the amount of the taxes appropriated for the use of the streets with- 
in the ward for which he shall be appointed; which taxes shall be 
assessed as aforesaid, for the improvement and repairs of the streets, 
and shall be paid by the Collector thereof, on the order of the Mayor, 
or in his absence of the Recorder, to the Commissioners of each 
ward ; who shall, annually, or oftener if required, render an ac- 
count of expenditures to the said Court. And if the appropriation 
for each ward shall be insufficient to put the streets within tlie same 
in good order, the said Commissioner shall have the same power of 
calling out tlie tithables within his ward, as is given to the Overseers 
of the high-ways, and shall pursue the same mode to compel a com- 
pliance with his orders, as may be resorted to by the said Over- 
seers, and shall be subject to the like penalties as the said Over- 
seers now are, recoverable in the same manner. 

Sec, III. ^Jid be it farther enacted^ That if from any cause, a 
Mayor should not be chosen on the day appointed by law for that 



furpbse, there shall be no dissolution of the Corporation of the said 
Borough, but the then Mayor, Recorder, Aldermen and Common 
Councilmen shall remain in office, and continue to exercise their 
respective duties until a new election is made; and the said Record- 
er and Aldermen, or some one qf them, is hereby authorised and 
required to order a COurt to he convened on the next or iny isiic- 
ceeding day, for the purpose of electing a Mayor for the time alrea- 
dy fixed by the Charter of the said Borough. And further, it shall 
be lawful for the Common Council of the said Borough to annex to 
their bye laws, penalties for a breach thereof, not exceeding twenty 
ik>llars for any one offence; any thing in the Charter of the said Bo- 
rough or the laws of this Commonwealth to the contrary notwith- 
standing. 

Sec, IV. All acts or parts of acts coming within th6 pufview ef 
this act, shall be and are hereby repealed. 

Sec. V. This act shall commence and be in force from and after 
the passing thereof. 



An Act for extending Church-street in the Borough ofMrfotk* 

(Passed January 3, 1804.) 

WheJreas it is represented that the opening and extending 
Church street in the Borough of Norfolk, from its intersection with 
Main-street to the channel of Elizabeth River, will in a great de- 
gree promote the health and convenience of the inhabitants thereof, 

Sec. I. Be it therefore enacted. That the Court of the said Bo- 
rough shall, and they are hereby aiithorised and empowered to 
cause the said street to be opened and extended from the south side 
of Main street, fifty feet wide, through the lands of David Patter- 
son, Edward Valentine, James Dawley, George Loyall and Paul 
Loyall, to the' channel of Elizabeth River. 

Sec. II. And be it further enacted. That Robert Brough, Tho- 
mas B!ancha];d, Theodorick Armistead, Johti E. Holt and Richard 
H. Lee, or any three of them, shall be Commissioners for laying 
off the said street, attended by a Surveyor to be appointed by the 
Court for that purpose; that it shall be the duty of the said Com- 
missioners, or any three of them, to make a report of their proceed- 
ings, accompanied with a plan and survey of said streetf to the 
Court, particularly describing what house or houses are necessary 
to be removed or taken down. 

Sec. III. Be it further enacted^ That after the plan and survey is 
returned to the Court, it shall forthwith be their duty to have a 
writ of ad quod damnum issued^ directed to the Sergeant, to sum- 

s 
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mon twelve freeholders to meet on the lands through which the 
said street is to be opened, and ascertain on oath tlie damage sus-* 
tained by opening and extending the said street, and make a re* 
port thereof to the Court. 

Sec IV. Be it further enadedf Tliat it shall then be the duty of 
the Court, and they are hereby authorised and empowered to as- 
sess a tax on the inhabitants of the said Borough, to the amount 
'of the damage sustained^ to be paid to the person or persons entitled 
thereto; and that they fortwith remove, or cause to be removed, all 
houses, or parts of houses, necessary for tlic purpose of extending 
and establishing the said strect« 

Sec. V. All acts or parts of acts that come within the purview 
of this act, shall be, and the same are hereby repealed. 

Sec. y L This act shall commence and be in foice from and after 
the passing thereof. 



•4n Act for incorporating Trustees of an JlcaAemy in Norfolk Borough. 

(Passed January 19, 1804.) 

StcHon I. Be it enacted by the General Assembly^ That Thomas 
Newlon, Jn John Nivisonj Thomas Blanchard, Theodorick Ar- 
mistead, Robert Brough, John E. Holt, Littleton W. Tazewell, 
Philip Barraud, Alexander Jordan, Richard H. Lee, and Arthur 
Lee, bo, and they are hereby, appointed Trustees of an Academy 
in the Borough of Norfolk, and shall be Constituted a body politic 
iand corporate, by the name of " The Trustees of the Norfolk Aca- 
demy," and by that name shall have perpetual succession and a 
common seal, and may sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, 
in any court of Law or Equity. 

Sec* II. The said Trustees and their successors, or a majority 
of them, by the name aforesaid, shall be capable in law to hold a 
certain lot or pi^ce of land, with all houses and appurtenances 
thereunto belonging, in the Borough of Norfolk, conveyed by Sa- 
Jnuel Boush and George Newton, unto Samuel Boush, jun, Sa- 
muel Smith and Nathaniel Newton, for the sole purpose of erect* 
ing thereon, a School House, for the use of the inhabitants of the 
said Borough; and also any lands, tenements, rents, goods and 
chattels, ot what kind soever, which may be purchased by, or de- 
vised or given to, them, for the use of the said Academy; and to 
lease, rent, sell or otherw ise dispose of the same, in such manner 
as to them shall seem most conducive to the advantage of the said 
Academy. Provided^ this act shall not be so construed as to atfect 
the lease now made by the Commissioners appointed by Norfolk 
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County and Borough Courts, with the subscribers to Chrisris 
Church in the said Borough. The said Trustees, or a majority of 
them, shall have power from time to time, to make and establish 
such hye-lawsy rules and regulations, not contrary to the Consti-* 
tution and laws of this Commonwealth, as they may judge neces- 
sary for the government of the said Academy : and to appoint a 
President, Secretary, Tutors, Librarian and Treasurer, and them 
or either of tliem, at the pleasure of the Trustees, or a majority of 
them, to remove or displace. 

Sec. III. The Treasurer shall receive all monies accruing to the 
said Academy, and property delivered to his care, and pay and 
deliver the same to the order of the said Trustees, or a majority 
of them J and before he enters upon the duties of his office, shall 
give bond and security in such sum as the said Trustees, or a 
majority of them, shall direct, payable to them and their succes- 
sors, with a condition for the faithful discharge of the trust re- 
posed in him, and that he will, when required by the said Trus-^ 
tees, or a majority of them, render a just and true account of all 
monies, goods and chattels received by him on account of, and for 
the use of the said Academy. The said Treasurer shall receive 
such salary as may be allowed by the Trustees, or a m^ority of 
them ; and if he fails to render, when required, a just and true 
account of all monies, goods and chattels which may have come to 
his hands by virtue of his office, it shall be lawful for the said 
Trustees, or a majority of them, to obtain judgment for the amount 
or value thereof, by motion in any Court of Recoi*d in this Com- 
monwealth, against the said Treasurer, his executors or adminis- 
trators, and execution shall thereupon issue in like manner as by 
law is directed against Sheriffs for the non-payment of public tax- 
es : Frovidedi That ten days previous notice in writing shall bo 
given the said Treasurer, his executors or administrators, of every 
such motion. 

Sec. IV. In case of the death, removal out of the County of 
Norfolk, or resignation, or other legal disability, of any one, or 
more, of the said Trustees, the vacancy or vacancies tliereby oc- 
casioned, may be supplied by the remaining Trustees, or a ma- 
jority of them.

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An Jta concerning the MUUia of the Borough ofJ^orfolk% 
(Passed January 29tli, 1806.) 

Whereas it has been represented to this General Assembly, that 
the particular local situation of the Borough of Norfolk, renders 
it much exposed to foreign attack ; to repel which, a well regulat- 
ed and organized Militia is essential: And whereas, the inhabi- 
tants of the said Borough have petitioned, that a more exact and 
severe rule of discipline may be imposed upon the Militia of that 
particular place, than is by the general law upon this subject, now 
established. 

Sec. I. Be it enacted^ Tiiat in future there shall be a Muster of 
each Company of the Militia in the Borough of Norfolk, includ- 
ing the Light Companies, Troops, and Artillery, once in every 
month in the year, except the months of December, January, Fe- 
bruary, and March, and those other months in which the Regi- 
mental and Battalion Musters may be held; all which Musters 
shall be lickl at such times and places, as the Regimental Courts 
of Inquiry shall from time to time'diroct and appoint. 

Sec, II. That in lieu of the fines now imposed by law on the said 
!Militia, any non-commissioned officer or private, failing to attend 
his Keji2;imental, Battalion, or Company Muster, armed and equipp- 
ed as the law directs, shall forfeit and pay the sum of five dollars ; 
and the fines on the commissioned officers, shall also be increased 
in the same proportion. In all other cases of delinquency under 
the existing law, for which fines are imposed, the said fines shall 
be increased upon all persons, whether officers, non-commissioned 
officers, or privates, in the proportion above stated, that is, fuui: 
fold. 

Sec. III. In order to insure the speedy collection of fines, there 
shall be a Battalion Court of Inquiry, for tiio assessment of all 
fines (held at the discretion of the Commanding Officer of the Re- 
l^iment) at least once in every two months, of those months in 
which Musters are directed to be held, and the fines then assessed, 
shall be placed in the hands of the Collector for collection, within 
ten days after every such Coui t 

Sec. IV. Tiiat the commandant of the Regiment, by and w^ith 
the consent of the Regimental Court of Inquiry, shall be, and he 
is hereby authorised and empowered to appoint a Collector to the 
Regiment, \%ho shall have the same power of a Sheriff or Sergeant, 
in the collection of tiie fines placed in his hands to collect, and 
shaH receive such compensation therefor, as the Regimental Court 
of Inquiry shall deem just and reasonable, conforming to the Act 
of Assembly in such case made and provided. And until such 
Regimental Court of Inquiry shall meet;, the commandant of the 
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Regimen f^, by and with the consent of the Battalion Court of In- 
quiry, shall have tlie same power to appoint such Collector. In 
both cases, however, the person so appointed, shall, previously to 
entering iipon the duties of his office, give bond with approved se- 
curity, in such a penalty as the commandant of the Regiment may 
think proper, for the faithful discharge of the duties of his office ;

Sn Ad authorising the erection of Flood Gates across the Bqdc Creek: 

in J^orfolk Borough. 

(Passed December 29th, 1806.) 

Section I. Be it enacted by the Genjsral .Assemhtyj That the Court 
ef the Borough of Norfolk, shall be, and is hereby authorised to 
erects or cause to be erected, at such place, in such manner, and 
upon such conditions as they shall think proper, one or more 
Lock or Locks, Flood Gate or Flood Gates, across the creek in

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General Msembly^ That the common 
council of the Borough of Norfolk, in common hall assembled, may^ 
and thej are hereby empowered to nominate a Mathematical Sur- 
veyor of the said Borough, to prescribe his dutie^yand to establish 
and regulate his salary or fees of office ; which Surveyor shall 
be examined and commissioned in the manner directed by the law 
concerning county Surveyors. 

SecU. All surveys or other acts, which shall be made or done 
by the said Surveyor, by virtue of an order of any court, shall be 
as valid and effectual as if the same were made or done by a Sur« 
veyor of a county.

An Act providing for the Pavement of the Streets of JCorfolk Borough 

(Passed January 3d, 1807 ) 

Section 1. Be it enactedby the General Assembly ^ThgititshM and 
may be lawful for the court of Morfolk Borough, whenever they 
may deem proper, or whenever a maj »rity of the owners of lots on 
any particular street or square, or part of a street or square, shall, 
by a memorial under their hands, petition the said court for that 
purpose, to cause any street or square* or any part of any street 
or square within the said Borough, to be properly Paved : Provide 
ed, however^ That the funds of the said corporation are not to be 
subject, without an express appropriation ot the common council of 
the said Borough, to any greater proportion of the expense of such 
Pavement, than what shall be requisite for graduating the streets, 
preparing the ground for receiving the Pavement, for paving the 
intersections of the streets, and such parts of the same adjoining; 
the public improvements in the said Borough, as in the opinion of 
the court ought to be paved at the expense of the corporation; 
And in order that the work so to be done, may be executed in a 
neat and permanent style, and as nearly uniform as may be, 
throughcmt the said Borough : 

See, II. Be it further enacted^ That the said Court shall be, and 
they are hereby authorised and empowered, to appoint and em- 
plpy some discreet person of skill and experience in graduating 
and paving streets, (whose salary shall be estimated and includ- 
ed in the general expense) whose duty it shall be, under the direc- 
tion o( the court;. oT of any person or persqns appointed by them,. 
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to graduate and lerel the streete, and to superintend the pave- 
ment thereof. 

Sec II f. Whenever any street or square^or any part thereof, 
shall be directed to be paved as aforesaid, the Court of the said 
Borough shall cause the same to be notified to the Common Coun- 
cil thereof, whose duty it shall be, forthwith to appoint two per- 
sons of their body to act with the Mayor, Recorder, or sucli of the 
Aldermen as the Court may appoint, to measure and ascertain the 
extent of each person's front on the street or square about to be 
payed, and having done so, they shall make return of their pro- 
ceedings to the Clerk of the Court, to be by him recorded. 

Sec. IV. The said committee, or any two of them, the Mayor 
for the time being, or the Recorder, being always one, shall audit 
all accounts of tiie expenses attending the said pavement, and shall 
sign all orders for the monies expended from time to time thereon; 
and whenever the pavement of any street, or square, or jiart of any 
sti-eet or square, ehall be completed, the said committee shall make 
a fair apportionment of the expense between the individual pro- 
f.r etors of the lots on the said street or square so paved^ according 
to the extent of tlieir respective fionts on the said street or square, 
and the Corporation, in manner before mentioned, and shall make 
return thereof to the said court where the same shall be recorded. 

Sec. V, So soon as the paving of any street or square, or part 
of any street or square, shall be begun by commencing the level- 
ing or graduation thereof, the Collector of tlie Taxes of the Cor- 
poration, or such person as the Court shall appoint for that pur- 
pose, after giving ten dsiys notice in the newspapers printed in the 
said Borough, shall arid may demand of each ow ner of a lot or 
lots upon such street or square, or part thereof pi'oposed to be 
paved, th? suni of one dollar |)er foot, for every foot of land which 
lie, she or they may hold fronting on such street or square, or part 
thereof, as aforesaid ; and if the same be not paid on demand, he 
inay proceed to levy the same by distraining j^nd selling the goods 
and cJiattels of such landholder, in the same mode that distress 
and sale for the payment of public taxes is now made. And should 
the said sum of one dollar be found insufficient to defray the ex- 
pense of the pavement aforesaid, the court of the said Borough, 
upon application of a majority of the landholders concerned, are 
hereby authorised to make such addition to the said expense as may 
appear to be just ancj reasonable. So soon as tlie pavement shall 
be finished, and the return of the committee appointed to appor- 
tion the expense thereof, shall be made, the collector shall proceed 
in like manner to collect the severa^ balances ascertained bv the 
said return to be due from each lot holder as aforesaid. Every 
collector thus appointed, shall give bond, with approved security, 
in such sum as the i^aid court shall tl^iuk proper, for the faithful 
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perrorinance of the duties of his office, and shall be subject to the 
like summary mode of recovery* in case of delinquency, as is pro- 
vided against the collectors of public taxes* The said bond sihall 
be made payable to the Mayor, or his successors, and may be put 
in suit by the corporation, or any other person a,2;grieved by the 
breach of its conditions, in like manner as bonds given by Sheriffs. 

Sec. VI. When the owner of any lot situated on any street or 
squai*e, thus paved or begun to be paved, shall reside out ot* the li- 
mits of the cor])oration, or siiall not be in the occupancy of the jwro- 
prietor, the tenant in possession shall be answerable for the expense 
aforesaid, and shall be allowed to deduct the same from the accru- 
ing rent, in all cases where they hold from year to year ^ but in all 
cases of tenants holding lots upon leases heretofore made for a term 
of years, the expense of paving in the first instance, shall be borne 
and paid by such tenant, and the landlord shall not be held liable 
to reimburse the same until the last year of the term of such lease^ 
and then the principal sum only. 

See. VII. In every case of non-residence, where the property 
subject to the tax hereby imposed, shall be vacant, and theproprie- 
tor thereof shall have no property within the corporation subject 
to distress, and suiBcient to raise the tax due. it shall be lawful for 
the said collector, in the name of the corporatipn, to rescover the 
amount of the tax so due from such person or persons, by motioa 
in a supfimary way before any court within this commonwealth, 
ten days previous notice of such motion being given to the person 
or persons chargeable with the amount of such tax. 

Sec. VI 11. This act shall commence and bo in force from and 
after the passing thereof.

Whereas doubts have arisen \*hether the probats of Wills j the 
grantingof Letters of Administration upon intestates' estates, and 
the admission of Deeds to record at the Quarterly Terras of the 
County and Corporation Couils is legal, for remedy whereof. 

Section I. Be it enacted by the Gene^-at Assembly^ That in all 
questions which shall hereafter arise, in any Court of Law or 
Equity, touching the Probat of Wilis, the granting of Letters Tes- 
tamentary, or Letters of Administration heretofore made or grant- 
ed at Quarterly Terms of the County and Corporation Courts^ 
such Probat, Letters Testamentary, or Letters of Administration, 
shall be taken aud adjudged to be as good and valid^ to every in- 
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tent and parpose^ as if the same had been made or granted at a 
Monthly Term. 

Section II. Be it farther enacted^ That in all questions which shall 
hereafter arise on any Deed heretofore proved wholly, or in part» 
at a Quarterly Term of a County or Corporation Court, and ad* 
mitted to record, and in which the execution of such Deed shall be

Court of Norfolk Borough, whenever a majority of 
the owners of any lots on any particular street or square, or any 
part of a street or square, shall by a memorial under their hands, 
petition the said Court for that purpose, to cause Lamps to be 
erected in any street or square, or part of a street or square: Froxim 
ded however^ That the funds of thesaid Corporation are notappro- 
priated to that object without an express appropriation of the Com- 
mon Council. And, in order that the work so to be done be exe- 
cuted in a neat and permanent manner, and as nearly uniform as 
may be, throughout the said Borough; 

Sec» II Be it enacted^ That whenever any street or square or 
part thereof shall be directed to be lighted as aforesaid, the Court 
of the said Borough shall cause the same to be notified to the 
Common Council thereof^ whose duty it shall be, forthwith to ap- 
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point two persons of their body, to act with the Mayor^ Recorder, 
or such of the Aldermen as the Court may appoint, to measure and 
ascertain the extent of eacli person's front on the street or square 
where Lamps are to be erected; and having done so, they shall re- 
turn their proceedings to the Clerk of the Court, to be by him re- 
corded.

where it is proposed to erect Lamps, the sum of six cents per foot

Froroidedf the said Society shall not pass any bye>law limiting the 
number of Apprentices to any Trade or Craft, which the indivi- 
dual Members of said Society may follow ; any regulation of trade, 
or the wages of labor. 

Sec. 111. And be it further enacted^ That no omission or failure 
of the said Society to elect its officers on the day appointed by the 
bye laws of said Society, shall cause a dissolution of the same, or 
abate any suit actually commenced against the said Society, or 
prevent the institution and prosecution of a suit for any debt actu- 
ally incurred by the said Society : Provided always^ and it is here- 
by declared) that tlic Legislature reserves to itself the power at any 
time to revise, amend or annul the said Charter. 

Sec* IV. This act shall be in force from the passing thereof. 



•9m Act directing the Wardens of the Fort ofJSTorfolk to perform certain 
duties therein mentionedj and for other purposes. 

(Passed January i, lail.) 

Section I. Be it enacted by the General Assembly^ That the War- 
dens of the Port of Norfolk, assisted by the Surveyor of the County, 
shall be, and they are hereby directed and required to run a new 
line on the water, from the east side of Hutchings's wharf, towards 
the extremity of the abutment of the bridge across the eastern 
branch of Elizabeth River, so as to include the whole of the said 
abutment^ and from thence into Smithes or Newton^s Creek, having 
due regard to the depth of water, so as not to obstruct the naviga* 
tion of the river ; beyond which line no person shall extend any 
wharf, breast work or obstruction whatsoever, under a penalty, of 
ten thousand dollars, recoverable in the same manner as directed 
by the act, entitled, ^^An Act concerning the Docks and Wharves 
in the BoroogK of Norfolk." 

Sec. II.. And be it furttier enacted^ That the said Wardens shall 
receive the same compensation, and be subject to the same penal- 
ties in case of failure to perform the duties appertaining to their 
office as prescribed in the before recited act.

Sedion I. Be it enacted by the General ^ssemblyt That the Court 
of the County of Elizabeth City, vshall be and they are hereby au- 
thorised and empowered to lease or let out to the highest bidder, 
from time to time, for terms of years, the Public Ferry from 
Hampton to Norfolk, and to appropriate the money arising there* 
from, in the first place, towards thoroughly rebuilding, and there* 
after keeping in constant repair the County Wharf in the Town 
of Hampton^ and afterwards in such proportions as they may deem 
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proper, towards rebuilding or repainn,; the principal bridges ill 
the said County ami the causeways leading thereto ; towards de- 
fraying the expense of employing some person to keep the small 
ferry from Hampton to Brook's Point ; and towards lessening tho 
County levy generally: — Provided^ That no terra for which the 
said ferry may be let shall exceed fifteen years.

Whereas it is represented to the General Assembly of Virgittia^ 
that doubts have arisen as to the corporate powers granted by Charter 
to the City of [lirhmohd for the purposes of police^ whether the said 
powers be not retained by a pr<>vision in the Act, entitled, ** An Act» 
to reduce into one the several Acts for regulating the inoculation of 
the SmalKPox wit?hin this Commonwealth,'^ passed in the year one 
thousand seven hundred and ninety-two; whereby the lives of many 
may. be put to great hazard ; for remedy whereof, 

iSec* I. Be a enacted^ T\vdtyfhei\Q\ev the Small-Pox, or other con- 
tagious and dangerous diseases, shall break nut in any part of a 
Corporation within this Commonwealth, which is thickly settled^ 
or on a public street much frequented, the Mayor, Recorder and 
Aldermen of said Corpt)rate town, or a quorum thereof, shall have 
power to remove or cause to be removed such infected person or 
persons, situated as aforesaid, to an establLshed Hospital, or to some 
house sufficiently commodious, and in a retired situation, where all 
things necessary for the comfort and cure of the persons so removed, 
and for the effectual suppression of such disease, shall be provided 
by the common Hall of such town. 

Sec. II. This act shall commence and be in force from the pas- 
sage thereof. 
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Jin Act incorpwaiing a library Company in the Town oj Korfolk^ 

(Passed January 6, 1816.) 

Whereas it is represented to the General Assembly, that many 
Cfitizens of the Town of Norfolk have associated themselves to es- 
tablish a Library; that many Books have already been procured, 
and that it will promote the objects of the Asiiociation if they were 
made a Body (. orporate ; 

8ec. I. Be it therefore enadedi That the Members of the said As- 
sociation, and such others as shall hereafter be admitted in pursu- 
ance of the rules of the said Society, shall be,, and are hereby made 
a Body Politic and Corporate, by the name of «* The Norfolk Athe- 
ii8eum,''and by that name shall have perpetual succession, and a 
common seal and sue and be sued ; with capacity to purchase, re- 
ceive, bold and possess goods and chattels, lands and tenements, in 
^e or otherwise ; and the same to grant, sell, let or assign ; Prorbid- 
sd, horwtver^,i\\2iX they shall not purchase or' hold more lands and 
tenements, goods andchatte]s« than shall be sufficient for carrying 
into effect the purposes of the institution. 

Sec II. The said Company sha,ll meot annually, on the firsit day 
of January in twevy year ; and such of them as convene shall elect 
a President, Secretary, Tre^isurer and ei^ht Managers, whose au- 
thority shall continue for one year, or until officers be appointed in 
their stead. 

Set. 111. But if, from any cause,, the said annual meetings and ap- 
pointments should not take place, the Corporation shall not for that 
cause be dissolved ; but the said meetings and appointments may 
take place at such other time as the bye-laws of the said Corpora- 
tion may direct.

der the style of •< The Female Orphan Society of Norfolk ;*' and, by 
that name anti style, shall have perpetual succession, a common seal^ 
and power to take and hold property, real and pei*sonal, and to 
nnake conveyances of the same for the benefit of the said associa- 
tion ; and by that name and style may sue and be sued, implead 
and be impleaded ; and that they shall have the power to make 
such bye-laws for the ,G;ood .government and regulation of the said 
institution, not ccintrary to the constitution and laws of this State^ 
or of the United States, as the members of the said association, or 8^. 
majority of them, may from time to time ordain and establiah. 

Sec, 11. *^7id he it further enacted^ That the Members of the said 
Association, or so many of them as do attend, shall be and are 
hereby empowered, on the first day of February next, and on the 
first day of January in every year thcrealter, %t some place by thenx 
to be appointed in the said Borou,gh, to elect so many Managers of 
the said Institution as they may finxl necessary and proper to trans-* 
act the business of the said Institution, according to^the directions 
of the Members of the said Institution ; which Managers shall cou-k 
tinue in office until the next annual election*.

Sec I. Be it therefore enaciedf That the Common Council of the 
said Borough are hereby authorised and directed to annex to the 
office of Mayor of tl>e Borough of Norfolk such C(»mpensation and 
salary as to the said Common (^'ouncil may appear reasonable, to 
be paid to the Mayor for thje time being, at such times and in such 
manner during his continuance in office, as the said Common Coun- 
cil may direct— >Vhich salary and compensation the said Common 
Council are hereby authorised to raise and levy by a tax on the 
official acts of the said Mayor, or by such other tax and levy, within 
the said Corporation,, as to them may seem expedient. — Frovided 
nevertheless. That the salary of the Mayor for the time being shall 
not, after his appointment, be diminished or reduced during ttie 
year for which he siiall have been ap])ointed.

An Act changing the mode of Electing Common Councilmien for the 

Borough of'J^^orfolk. 

(Passed January 27 th, 1816.) 

Section T. Be it enacted 6?/ the^ General AssemUyn That^ on the 
twenty-fourth day of Jurte/or, if that shall happen on Sunday, the 
next dsiy in every year,the freeholders and inhabitants of the Borough 
of Norfolk, qualified by law to vote for a Delegate to represent the 
said Borough in the General Assembly, shall meet at the Court- 
Bouse in the said Borough, and then and there elect, by ballot, or 
general ticket, seventeen fit 9nd able men, being free holders and in- 
habitants of the said Borough, to serv/e as Common Councilm.en with- 
in the same ; of which election ten daysprevious notice shall be given, 
by three persons to be appointed superintendants of election, by the 
Common Council for the time being ; any one of whom may act ; 
or, if any thing should prevent their appointment or attendance, 
the said election shall be conducted by the ^^ayor, Recorder, or 
' any Alderman of the said Borough, who shall preside at, and be 
the judge of the qualification of the voters at suck elections, Aud 
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the person superintending the said election, before admitting aToter 
to baliot, shall cause his jiame to be entered in a poll-book to be 
kept for thai purpose, and, so soon as the poll shall be closed^ the 
ballots shall be publicly examined, arid the seventeen persons, hav« 
ing the greatest number of votes, shall be declared duly elected : 
but if it shall be found that any two or more persons shall have ai> 
equal number of votes, the election between them shall be decided 
by ballot. And the said superintendants of election, or Magistrate^ 
shall return the said poll-book, witli the number of votes for each 
person, and of the persons electid^ to the Clerk of the Commoa 
Council, to be filed in his otBce. And the said Comtnon Council- 
men so chosen shall take tlie oath (or affirmation) of fidelity to the 
Commonwealth, and, moreover, faithfully to perform the duties of 
their said office, befoieany Magistrate of ihe Corporation ; a cer- 
tificate of which qualification shall be deposited with th6 Clerk of 
the Common Council, lo he filed in his office. A majority of the 
said Common Councilmen shall be a sufficient number to proceed, 
to business ; and the qualifications of the person or persons, elected 
as aforefsaid, shall be determined by the whole number of persons 
elected, or a majority of tlu>m. And if any person returned as 
elected shall be adjudged disqualiliedf or if a vacancy in the Coun- 
cil shall happen otherwise, the place so become vacant shall be fill-, 
ed, by ballot, by the Common. Council in Common Ball assembled. 
And if any person relumed or elected, as aforesaid, shall not ac- 
cept the said appointment and .qualify tliereto within one month af- 
ter he shall have., been summoned to do so by the Sergeant, who 
shall notify each person of Ills election or appomtment, and make 
report thereof in writing, the Common Council shall declare saidi: 
seat vacant, and proceed forthwith to another election, as aforesaid^ 
And if any person elected and qualified as aforesaid, shall fail to 
attend the meetings of the. Council three times in succession, when 
summoned by the Sergeant, unless preveiited by sickness or ab* 
sence from the Borough, of which particular report shall be made 
by the Sergeant, the Common Council shall, in like manner, declare 
the seat vacated, and proceed to fill the vacancy as aforesaid. The 
Common Councilmen tjius elected and qualified, shall, on the twen-i. 
ty-e,ighth day of June succeeding the general election, (or, if that 
shall happen on a S4mday, the next day) assemble in Common 
Hall, and they, or a majority of them, shall elect a President, Vice- 
President, Clerk, and such other ofl^cers as now are or may here-^. 
after be permitted by the laws of this State, or the bye-laws of the 
said Corporation. And whenever the President and Vice-Presi- 
dent shall be out of the Borough, or unable to attend any meeting 
of the Council, any three members may, by an order to the Ser- 
geant under their hands, direct a Boai'd to be summoned. And 
when the said Council shall be convened, in the absence of the Pre^ 
sident and Vice-President, the competent number may elect a Pre^ 
sidtntpva tempore fgr that sitting, and proceed to business.. 
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Sec* II. Nothing herein contained shall be construed to extend 
the powers heretofore given by law to thesaid CorporaUon, except 
•o far as the same shall contravene the pi-ovisions of this act. . 

8eo. III. All acts or parts of acts within the purview of this act 
are hereby repealed.

An Act to extend the jurisdiction and enlarge the powers of the Corpo' 

ration of the Borough of Mrfolk. 

(Passed February 4th, 1818.) 

Whereas it is represented to the General Assembly that the ju- 
risdiction and powers, at present possessed by the corporation of 
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the Borough of Norfolk, conaiilcring its past increase and future 
prospects, are inadequate to the actual and probable exigencies of 
the place; and it is deemed adviseable to extend and enlarge the 
same : 

Section I. Be it therefore enacted by the General Assembly ^ That 
the jurisdiction of the corporation of the Borough of Norfolk, of 
the mayor, recottlcr and aldermen thereof, as. jpsticea of the peace^ 
and of the court bf hustings of said Borough, in all cases, civil and 
criminal, and of police^ snail extend to all vessels, persons and 
things In the port or harbor, or on the river Elizabeth, and its in- 
tersecting waters, from the bridged over the eastern and southern 
branches of said river, to and in Hampton Roads, as far as 
Old Point Comfort ; Prordded^ howevery that nothing in this sec- 
tion contained shall be so c<»nstrued as to infringe or impair the 
rights of tlie justices, and court of Norfolk county, as by law es- 
tablished. 

•Sec. II. Andht it further evaded^ That the corporation of the said 
Borough shall have full power and authority to provide for clean- 
ing, repairing, opening, widening, straightening or otherwise al- 
tering the streets, for opening new streets, by writs of ad quod dam- 
num, witli the usual proceedings tliereon, levying and assessing taxes 
upon the inhabitants or any part of them for the purpose ; as also 
extending and ordering wharves, opening, filling and cleaning 
docks, and deepening and clearing the harbor and river ; to i*egu- 
late the size, materials and construction of buildings hereafter 
erected, in such manner as the public safety and convenience may 
i^equire ; and to provide against danger from fire by ordering and 
directing the storage, and depositing of gun powder, naval stores, 
and other combustible articles, or by such other regulations as may 
be deemed expedient | 

To appoint and displace auctioneers and brokers, and to regu- 
late their business as such ; 

Sec. in. To pass such laws and regulations in aid of the laws 
of the State, as lii ay be proper to prevent the introduction, into 
the Borough, of persons, fro»n other states or elsewhere, Who arc 
likely to become chargeable to the same ; and to subject the mas- 
ters of packets and others to proper regulations for the purpose ; 
and to establish and regulate inspections of meal, lumber, flax- 
seed, and other articles of export designed to be shrpped from the 
said Borough, 

Sec. IV, And be it further enacted^ That the said corporation shall 
have full i>ower and authority to erect a hospital, on some fit situ- 
ation within tlie limits of the county of Norfolk, (provided the 
consent of the court of the said county be first had and obtained,) 
by a writ of ad quod damnum, and the usual proceedings thereup- 
on, and provide for the maintenance and government of the same ; 
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and to establish a board of healthy and to regulate the quarantine 
of vessels coming to the said port.

. (Passed January 51st, 1818.) 

Section I. Be it enacted by the Genet at Msembly^ That an inspection 
of tobacco shall be, and theisameis hereby established at such 
place in the borough of Norfolk, and to be called and known by 
such name as the court' and common council qf the said borough 
may direct The proprietor of the said warehouse shall erect at 
his own expense* sufficient houses for the reception of tiibacco, to 
1>e built of brick or stone, and covered with 'slate or tile; and, so 
soon as the same shall be completed, the Hustings Court of Nor- 
folk borough shall recommend fit persons to be commissioned in- 
spectors thereof.

(Passed, July 11th, 18£6.) 

Whereas, Elizabeth Crommeline, by her last will 
and testament, bequeathed the sum of one thousand dol- 
lars to the Mayor, Recorder, Aldermen and Common Prc^Dabie. 
Council of the Borouj^h of Norfolk, and their successors^ 
in trust, for the use of the Poor of said Boroujjh, to be 
vested in some productive stock, or placed at interest 
on good real security, the dividend or interest on whicii 
Js directed to be applied annually to the use of the Poor 
as the same shall accrue forever. And also, bequeath* 
ed to the Mayor, Recorder, Aldermen and Common 
Council aforesaid, the sum ofone thousand dollars to be 
appliedfor the use and benefit of Christ's Church in Nor- 
folk. And whereas the court of Norfolk *fiorough^ by 
an order made on the twenty-ninth day of June, one 
thousand eight hundred and twenty six, directed (pro- 
vided the Common Cojurtcil cencur therein) that George 
NeWton, Recorder of the BorCuglt, and Benjamin Pol- 
lard, President of the. Common Council, be authorised 
to receive the said legacies of the executors of the last 
will and testament of the said Crommeline, and give dis*

scriHvg his duties. 

■ 

I. Be it ordained hy the Oommon Council of the Bo* 
rough of J^Torfolkt in Common^ Hall as^mbledf That a 
Collector shall, once in every year, be chosen and ap- 
pointed by the said Common Council on their first 
meeting after the general election in June, or at sucli 
other ti^ne as they may think fit, who shall be notified 
of his appointment by tlie Register of the Corpora- 
tion, and on his acceptance of the same^ shall qualify 
in the same manner, and take the sanic oath or affir- 
mation that is prescribed for Sheriffs under the law of 
the State, and give bond and security, to be approved 
by the Court of this Borough, for the sum of twenty 
thousand dollars, for the well and faithful execution 
of the trust reposed in him by this or any other Ordi-

That if any proprietor 
or proprietors of houses and lots which are rented, or 
not occupied by the owner or owners thereof, within 
the Corporation, shall fail or refuse to pay the tax 
thereon, distress shall be made on their property5 if 
found within the Corporation ; but if no property can 
be found, then it shall be lawful for the said Collector 
to distrain upon tite goods and chattels of the tenant 
for»the tax due on the houses or rented lots, and the 
receipt of the said Collector so distraining shall be a 
good discount for so mtich due the landlord. 

IV. And' he it further ordained^ That when the said 
Collector shall Lave good caqsc to suspect that any 
person queans to remove his property without the limits 
of the Corporation, so that in his opinion there may 
be probability of the taxes with which such person is 
chargeable, being lost by the Corporation, it shall and 
may be lawful for the said Collector, on making oath 
thereto before a Magistrate,, and receiving a certificate 
of such oath, to levy distress on the goods and chattels 
of such person for the. amount of taxes with which he 
or she is then chargeable, at any time before the cxpi* 
ration of the said one month. 

V. And be it further ordainedj That the said Collec- 
tor shall, within twenty days after the expiration of 
eight months from the time the copy of the Assessment 
Roll shall have been delivered to him by the Register 
aforesaid, settle his account of the tax therein men* 
tioned, with the said Register: And <* if any taxes 
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'^ contained in the said Assessment Roll be unpaid, 
^^ and the said Collector shall be unable to levy the 
'^ same, he shall deliver a list of all such Insolvents to 
<^ the Register, to be by him laid before the Common 
** Council, and if they be satisfied with the truth of 
" the whole or any part . thereof, he shall have credit 
*^ for the said list, or such part thereof as shall be so 
'^ allowed in his account with the Corporation : Pro- 
** Tided the same shall have been verified by his oath 
^^ or affirmation, and the Register is required not to 
" credit the said Collector witii any such list unless 
^' the same shall have been verified and allowed as 
*' aforesaid.^' And if the said Collector shall at any 
time receive tl^e tax on a part of any lot, piece or par- 
cel of land charged with taxes on* his Assessment 
Roll, be shall require of the person paying such tax a 
particular specification of such part, and shall enter 
in his return of arrears to the said Rpgister such spe- 
cification in order that the part on which the taxes re- 
main unpaid may be clearly know^n. 

Vf. 4nd be itfuriJier ordainedf That if any taxes men- 
tioned in the Assessment Roll shall not be collected 
and paid to the said Register by the said Collector 
within nine montlis after the same shall haA'e been de- 
livered^ to him by tho^ Register as aforesaid, he> the 
said Collector and his securities shall be answerable 
for the sums that shall then remain unpaid, and not 
accounted for in the said Assessment Roll mentioned^ 
and his bond may^be put in suit by the said Register, 
if so directed by the order of the Common Council, 
unless he shall make it appear to the satisfaction of 
the said Common Cx)uncil, in the mode before pre- 
scribed, that the taxes could not be collected, and that

services which shall have been rendered by him un-

DOCKS, (FILLING.) 

(Passed February 14th, 18£^.) 

Whereas by an act of Assembly, passed on the 4th 
January^ 1818, it is among other things enacted, 
** That the Corporation of the Borough of Norfolk 
shall have full power and authority to provide for ex- 
tending and ordering Wharves, and opening, filling and 
cleaning Docks," and it is deemed necessary and expe- 
dient for the preservation of the health of the good peo- 
ple of said Borough, that certain: Docks hereinafter 
mentioned, should be filled op accordingly. 

I. Be it therefore ordained by the Common Council of

fSn Ordinance to regulate the Removal of Filth and Dirt 
from the Streets in the Borough ofMrfolk. 

(Passed April 22^ 1818.) 

I. Be it ordained by the Common Council of the Bo* 
rough ofJVbrfolkf in Common Hall assembled^ That M 
the manure, filth, dirt and rubbish which shall and 
may be found in the paved streets and lanes, together 
with all offal, garbage, dirt and filth which shall be 
brought out from the houses, cellars, alleys, yards and 
lots of the Corporation, as hereinafter directed, shall be 
granted by the Inspector of the Corporation to one or 
more fit and proper person or persons who may con* 
tract for the same, for such sum or sums of money as 
shall be agreed upon between the said Inspector and 
the Contractor or Contractors aforesaid. 

II. Jind be it further ordained^ That the Corporation 
shall be divided in two districts for the purposes design- 
ed by this ordinance, bya line beginning at the South- 
west corner of CampbelFs Wharf, running thence along 
said wharf^ and the Western side of Market Square, 
to the Northwest corner of said Squai'e, thence across 
Main Street to Bank Street, and along the Eastern side 
of Bank street, and the eastern side of Catharine Street, 
and pursuing a direct course until it meets the northern 
limits of the Corporation.

of ascending to the roof and top of the houses, and 
chimneys in conformity with this ordinance, and also

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^'hich in their opinion inay bo dangerous in -causing 
or promoting fires, and places where ashes may be 
deposited, and upon finding any of them defective or 
dangerous, they, or any two of tliem, shall direct in 
writing, the owner or occupant to alter, remove or 
amend the same, in such manner, and within such rea- 
sonable time as they may judge proper, ar.d In case of 
neglect or refusal so to do, the party offending shall forfeit 
andpayfhesum oftwentydollars,andfor every day after

Whereas^ the burying of the dead in lots lying on 
public and populous streets is believed to be injurious

J. Be it ordained 6y the Comnwn Council of the Bo- 
rough of ^'^yrfoUz in Common HuU assembled, That the 
Comnion Council shall annually appoint at their Arst 
meeting after the general election in June, or at such 
other time as they shall think fit, or whensover any va- 
cancy or Vacancies may occur, one or more suitable per- 
6on or persons to be Gangers and Inspectors of Casks of 
Oil and Spirituous or other Liquors, who shall several- 
ly give bond in the suni of three thousand dollars, with 
security to be approved by the Mayor, Recorder, and 
one Alderman* or by any three' Aldermen of the Bo- 
rough, to the Mayor, Recorder, Aldermen and Com- 
mon Council of the Borougli of Norfolk, conditioned 
for the faithful performance of the duties ol their office,

And for all 
casks containing forty gallons and upwards, twelve and; 
a half cents for eficli cask, and for proving the same, 
six and a quarter cents for each cask. And in every 
case where the ullages only of a cask or casks are to be 
taken for each cask, six and a quarter centS) and no 
more to be paid by the seller. 

VII. And be it further ordainedy That it shall be the. 
duty of the said Gauger.or Gangers, when required to, 
gauge all oil, wine, rum, molasaes and other liquid 
inerciia|idize,(malt liquor excepted,) imported, brought 
to, or put in any butt, tun, pipe, hogshead, barrel or. 
other cask in the said Corporation, and to mark and 
set ^own the true number of gallons according to the 
English standard and excise of wine measure which 
each cask or vessel will truly contain, with his or their 
own mark, all which casks with the true marks and. 
iiambers; with the owner or owneirs nanie, shall be en- 
tered in a hook to be kept for tlx^t purpose, to which 
recourse m^y be had as often as occasion may require. 
And if any cask or vessel, gauged and marked by the 
Gauger or Gangers aforesaid, shallbe found lacking oi*^ 
exceeding on^ or more gallons in every quarter cask, 
or two or more gallons in casks of a larger size, a 
quantity so numbered and inai*keil on the casks or ves- 
sels as aforesaid, the said Gauger or Gangers shall for- 
feit and pay two dollars Ibr each and every gallon so 
lacking or exceeding the number or mark so set down 
oneachc^sk* . 
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Vllf. And be it further ordained^ That the Baid 
Ganger or Gangers shall carelully cxsiminc, inspect Furtherdu-. 
Uiid gauge all casks containing wines and liquors dis- ^^*' 
tilled from domestic -materials, which may be distilled 
in or brought to this Corporation for sale, excepting 
only such domestic wines as are distilled and made in 
the State of JNorth- Carolina and inspected there, and 
which shall have been brought to this market from that 
State, tl)4*ough and by the Dismal Swamp Canal. All 
«uch domestic distilled liquors (with the exception 
aforesaid^) as are contained in proper casks^ shall be 
proved by Dicas' hydrometer, and all casks above the 
capacity of fifty gallons shall 1be gauged according to 
the method adopted for the use of the scale or sliding 
gunter. And when, in the judgment of the .Gauger or 
Gaugers, any cask shall be merchantable agreeably to 
the provisions of this ordinance, he or they shall mark 
the same with the letter *' N." with the marking iron, ffskshow'*"'' 
on the bilge near the hung of such cask, and when the xmirkcd. 
said Gauger or Gaugers sliall jiidge any cask to be de- 
fective in the make, li6 or they is and arc hereby au- 
thorised and directed to condemn every such cask as 
unmerchantable, and shall mark the'sanie with a mark- 
ing iron on the bilge near the bung thereof with, the 
*^ Broad Arrow.'^ And all casks containing liquors 
aforesaid, shall be ms^de of well seasoned white oak, 
free from* sap. Round at the bilge and heads ; the 
btaves thei'cof shall not be less than half an inch in 
thickness at tfie thickest part, thereof, and shall be 
made tight and secure, with twelve good ai;id sufficient 
hoops on all barrels, and sixteen good and sufficient 
hoops on ^11 doulile barrels and hogsheads. 

IX. Jnd be it further drdduied^ Thaf it shall be the 
duty of the said Gauger or Gaugers to examine and .in- 
spect the quality of all country distilled liquors, distilled 
in or briought t<f the said Corporation for sale, and as- 
certain, in the most'accurate manner, the strength and 
quality thereof, and to mark with marking irons the 
proof, which in his judgment it may be found to bear, 
on the head of tlie teL^k — containing the same from first 
proof upwards, except such liquors as shall next coQie 
up to iirdt proof, which shall be marked with a round 
^^ O.^' and with the number of degrees under the said 
proof. 

X. And he it further ordained. That if any person or 
persons shall alter any mark or number marked and 
bctdownby thcpJVMger^r Gaugci-s aforesaid, thereby 
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to deceive and defraud the purchaser of oil, wine, rum^ 
molasses or other liquid merchandize so gauged, m- 
spectedy marked and numbered as aforesaid, or shall 
put any false mark or number on any cask or casks of 
oily wine, rum^ molasses or other liquid merchandize, 
or shall sell or attempt to sell any cask or casks of do- 
mestic distilled liquors, without having the requisite 
marks of the Gauger or Gaugers thereon^ or shall ex- 
pose to sale any empty cask or casks, having the 
Gauger's mark tiiereon, every such person or persons 
shall forfeit and pay ten dollars for each and every such 
offence as ^.foresaid. 

XL This ordinance shall commence and be in force 
from and after the passing thereof, and all ordinances 
and parts of ordinances coming within its purview, 
shall be and the same are hereby repealed.. 
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GUNS (FIRING.) 

An Ordinance to prevent the Firing of Chms^ ^c. 
(Passed February 20th, 1818.) 

I. Be it ordained by the Common Council of the Bo- 
rough of J>ror/oLky in Common Hall assembled^ Thdt no 
person shall fire or discharge any Gun, Pistol^ Fowling 
Piece or |^ire Arms, within the Corporation, under the 
penalty of Five Dollars. Provided however, that no- 
thing herein contained, shall be construed to extend to 
any Military Exercise or Review.

«9m Ordinance for the s(^e keeping of Gunpoivder and 

for other purposes. 

(Passed May 26tli, 1829.) 

I. Be it ordained by ilie CeiAmon Council of the Bo- 
rough of J\rorfolk^ in Common Hall assembled, That 
there shall be annually appointed a Superintendent or 
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Kcejrrr of the Magazine, antlthat all Gunpowder 
brought to the Borough of Norfolk for sale or deposite, 
if brought by land, shall be deposited in the public « . . ^ 
Magazine in twelve hours thereafter, and if brought depoBhedin 
by water, in any ship or other vessel, in forty-eight Magazine, at 
hours after breaking bulk, and that no ship or other ^*»***>"«' 
vessel (ships of war only excepted) bringing or import- 
ing Gunpowder into the port or harbour of the said 
Borough of Norfolk, over and above the quantity 
actually necessary for her own consumption, shall tip- ship or vea- 
proach, lie at anchor, or moor, nearer to any part of diltance'toiie. 
the said Borough than two hundred yards, under the 
penalty of twenty dollars ; and that no Gunpowder ^^^^^* 
so brought or imported, in any ship or vessel as afore- 
said, shall be landed at any other place within the said 
Borough thai) at the wharf of the said Magazine, and Wh«re Pow« 
every person, or persons, the owner, agent or consignee ^^}^J^ 
of any Gunpowder so brought and imported as aforer 
said, who shall suffer or peripitihe same.to be landed 
at any other place than at the wharf of the said Magst- 
zine as aforesaid, shall be liable and subject to a fine of 
five dollars for each and every barrel, cask or keg of PcnaUy. 
Gunpowder so landed. 

II. ^nd be it further ordained^ That the said Super- 
intendent or Keeper shall attend at the said Magazine Keeper's dutj 
at all such times as he shall be required ^o to do, and 
receive all Gunpowder, and cause the same to be weH 
and safely stored therein, and shall if required^ give a 
receipt for the same,,,describing the marks and numbers ' 
thereof: and the. said Superintendent or Keeper slialt 
be entitled to demand and receive of thfe owner, agent 
or consignee of all Gunpowder so deposited and stor- 
ed in the said Magazine, the following fees, to wit:— 

For each Barrel, thirty cerfts* F^„^ 

For each half do. fifteen cento. 

For do. quarter do. or smaller quantity than a half 
Barrel, ten cents. 
And if any Qrunpowdt^r . so stored and deposited as 
aforesaid, shall remain beyond one month from the 
time of its deposite, there shall be paid in addition to 
the foregoing charges, a monthly storage, to wit : for 
fach barrel^ six cento, for each half ba(rrel^ four cento, Rateiof ttor- 
and for each quarter barrel or cask^ Or keg le^s than a ^s^* 
half barrel, two cents. And it shall be the duty of the / 
said Superintendent or Keeper to collect the storage on 
all Gunpowder stored in the said Magazine, and in 
case the iSaid Gunpowder so stored as aforesaid^ shall 
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r(*tnnin in the said Ma(;fa7/inc fof t\VeIve montlis, t}tt 
Avliich the said storage shall n(»t Iiave been paid, th^ 
Collector of the Corporation, after giving pnblic notice 
for that purpose, shall sell at public auction the same, or 
so much thereof as shall be necessary to pay and dis- 
charge the storapje so due as aforesaid.'

twenty-five pounds «ach, under the penalty of five doI-< 
lat's for €ach and every cask or keg ovet* that number^ 

IV. ^nd be it further ordaiued. That no person or 
persons shall carry or convey, or cjtuse to be carried 
and conveyed, in any dray, cart, or other carriage, of 
in any other manner, any quantity of Gunpowder in oi* 
through the said Borough of Norfolk, unless the dame 
shall M firsit secured in a good bag or bags, and covered 
with a sail or other cloth, so as elTectually to prevent 
the same from scattering or sifting out, under the 
penalty of five dollars for each and every barrel, half 
barrel, cask or keg so carried or conveyed. 

V. And be it further ordainedf That the said Super- 
intendent or Keeper shall, in a book to be provided for 
thai purpose, register the quantity of all Gunpowder 
deposited or stored in the said Magazine, and by 
whom deposited and stored, and when delivered ; an<l 
shall once in every three months, make return to the 
Begistcr, on oath, of all Powder deposited or stored iw 
the said Magazine, and of all monies received by hint 
on account of deposite and storage, and it shall be the 
duty of the said Superintendent or Keeper, once in 
every month at least, to cause all the PaWder in the 
said Magazine to be turned tip side down.^ 

VI. Jin4 belt further ordained^ That the said Super- 
intendent or Keeper shall, before he enters upon the 
duties of his office, give bond with good security, to be 
approved of by the Mayor, to the President of the 
Common Council for the time being, in the sum of 
£500, conditioned for the faithful discharge of all and 
every duty directed and required by this ordinance^ 
which bond shall be lodged with the Register of the 
Corporation, and may he prosecuted or sued upon by 
any person or persons at their own proper costs and 
charges, who shall or may be injured, by reavSon of the 
breach of the condition of the said bontU And the said 
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Sup^rinteiiiteht or Keeper shall receive and be entiited Kctpert 
for his services herein, tlie sum of two hundred dollars •®"P*«^""* 
annually ; provided the fees for deposite and storage pro?i«»- 
herein specified, shall amount to that sum^ if not, then 
only such sum of money as the said fees in one year

IX, And be it further ordained^ That all ordinances Repealing 
and parts of ordinances, coming within the purview of ©lauac* 
this ordinance, shall be and the same are hereby re- 
pealed. 



HAY (WEIGHING OF.) 

An Ordinance to regulate the Weighing of Hap 
, (Passed May 26, 1329.) 

h Be it ordained by the Cornnon Council qf the Borough '- 

of J^Torfolky in Con^mon^ Holt assembkdf That the said Sly w bi*lfp- 
Common Council may annually appoint a Weigher of poinM. 
Hay for this Corporation, and at such other times as 
they may think necessary, and the i$ame'to displace and AnddispYaeed 
appoint another in his jstead whenever they may think i^neceaswy. 
proper. And jBvery Weigher of Hay, so by them to bo 
appointed, shall/ before he enters upon the duties of his 
office, take an oatli, faithfully and honestly to perfoi*m ^*- 
the duties of a Weigher of flay in this Corporation. 
And if the said Weigher of Hay shall unreasonably re- . 

fuse, neglect or delay the discharge of the duties re- n^iectof 
quired of him (being previously required to attend to doty, 
tliem,) he shall, for every such offence, forfeit and pay 
five dollars. 

II. And be it further ordained. That all Hay in bun- 
dles, which shall hereafter be brought to the said Cor- 
poration for sale, shall )>e weighed with such scale and 
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wclgkts or macliiiTf as the Mayor may apprflte of; to 
be by llicsaid Weigher provided lor that purpose, \\\\n 
shall make a reasonahlc allowance for tlie moisture of 
said Hay^ as well as (or mud or other substance at>- 
taclied tliereto, and sliall mark the nett weight on each 
bundle of Ilay ho weighed and inspected. And the 
said Weigher shall have twelve and one half cents for 
each bundle of Hay weighed by him^ and no more, to be 
paid by the seller of such Hay. And the Hay Weigher 
shall give a certificate, stating the nett weigiit of every 
bundle of Hay so weighed and marked by him. And 
if any seller of Hay in bundles so . brought to the said 
Corporation, shall neglect or refuse to l»ave the same, 
weighed on tlie day of delivery thereof, he shall forfeit 
and paj for every such Vieglect or refusal, one dollar. 
And the person or persons who shall bring Hay in bun^ 
dies to the said Corporation for sale, shall offer the same 
to be weighed clear of all rubbish, stones, wood or other 
improper tilings concealed therein^ under the penalty 
of five dollars for every such oflTence. 

III. tind be it further drdaiued^ That if any person or 
persons, after having his or tliei.r Hay weighed, and 
having received tlie Hay Weigher's certificate, speci- 
fying the quantity and' marks of each bundle, shall alter 
the said certificate or marks, or sell by other weights, 
thereby to deceive and defraud the purchaser of such 
Hay, such person or persons so offending, and being 
thereof convicted, shall forfeit and pay for every such 
offence, five dollars. 

IV. And b3 a fiirtlur ordained^ That it shall be the 
duty of the said Weigher of Hay to keep a book in 
which he shall make ^n entry of each bundle of Hay by 
him w ei^hedi and once in every three months make and 
render a full account and return of the number of bun- 
dies of Hay so weighed bry him, to the i^egister of the 
Corporation, in order that the quantity of Hay in bun- 
dleS) brought into and sol^in this Corporation, may be 
ascei*tained. 

V. And be it further ordaimdi That the said Weigher 
of Hay shall adjust. his Hay SVeighing Machine and 
W eights by the standard of weights for the Corporation ^ 
«it least once in every $ix months, unless the machine 
used for such purpose shall, in theopinion of the Mayor, 
render such adjustment unnecessary, under the penalty 
of twenty doTIars for every neglect or refusal. 

VI. ^nd be it further orduined^ Tjiat if the sale! 
W^eigher of Hay shall purchase for any person or per- 
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sons, or for trade or bai'ter, any Hay in bundles^ other 

Uiaii for his own use, lie shall forfeit and pay the sum of Penalty^ 

five dollars for avery such offence. 

Vf I. This ordinance ^jTjall commence and be in force 
from and after the passing thereof. 



EtEALTH (BOARD OF.) 

^n Ordinance to Preserve the Health of the BdrougL 
(Passed January 8, 182r.) 

I. Be it ordained by the Common CmmcUj That there 
f^hall be aniiually s^ppointcd five Commissioners of Health 
who shall constitute and form the Board of Healtli and 
shall be elected by the Common Council in the first 
instance, inimediately after the passing of this Ordi- 
nance, and thence[()rth at the first meeting of the 
Common Council in eachyear, or as soon thereafter as 
may be found convenient, and shall hold their ofbce for 
one year and until a new election takes place. Three 
members of said Board shall fornoi a quorum for the 
tc*ansaction of all their biisiness. And in case of the 
refusal or failure of any Commissioner to act, oi* of 
his removal from town, or of his death, or of his ina^ 
bility to attend the meetings of the Boards the Board 
shall have power to appoint another Commissioner in 
his stead. 

. IL Jnd he it furtJier ordained^ That the said Conl- 
inissioners siiall forthwith, after their election, meet 
together and organize themKelves as a board by choos- 
ing a President and a Secretary from their own num- 
ber. And they shall, at the same time,: lay off and di*^ 
vide the town into five districts, and assign the^same 
severally, to the more particular care and oversight of 
their members respecti'yely. 

III. Jiud he it'fupther ordained^ That the said Board 
of Health shallmeet once in every week, between the 
fu*st day of March and the first day of November, and 
once in every two weeks between the first day of Novem- 
ber and the first day of March in every year, and at 
such other times as they may tiiiimint by their own ad- 
journments, or may be called together by their Presi* 
denf. And they shall keep a fair and orderly record of 
all their proceedings. And it shall be the duty of the 
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Health Officer, and also of the Inspector, to attentl the 
meetings of the Board, whenever required so to do, by 
them, or any one of them ; and to observe and carry 
into effect all orders which they may severally receive 
from them, within the splicrc of tlieir respective duties. 

IV. •^nd be it further ordained^ That it shall be the. 
duty of each of the same Commissioners to inspect, at 
least once in every two weeks, between tlie first day of 
March and the first day of November in every year, 
and at such other times, as they may think proper^ alt 
the 8ti*eets, lanes, alleys, wharves, warehouses, cellars^ 
yards and lumber yards^ lots and docks of his district* 
and all other places he may think necessary, and re- 
port to the Board of Health, the general state of his 
district ; and to enforce all laws apd ordinances hav- 
ing any relation to health ; and to remove or cause to 
be removed all nuisances within. the same ; and to per- 
form all duties connected with the health department, 
which may bo required of h[m by the Board of Health. 

V. •Snd he it further ordainedy That it shall be the 
duty of the Board of Health carefully to examine all 
lots^ grounds, suspected cellars, or possessions, and all 
streets, lanes, and alleys, within the Borough ; and 
whenever the Board of Health shall be^of opinion that 
any cellars, lots, grounds, or possessionis within the 
Borough, belonging to any peraon or persons, or body 
corporate, arc in a state of nuisance, or so situated that 
in warm and unhealthy seasons, a nuisance may be 
thereby created, and the health of the citizens endan- 
gered, it shall be their duty and they are hereby 
authorized, to cause a written notice to be served upon 
the owner or owners, occupier op occupiers thereof, 
directing him, her or them, to have said nuisance or 
cause of said nuisance removed in the manner pre^ 
scribed in said notice; and if such owner or owners, 
occupier or occupiers, on such notice given, shall refuse 
or neglect to comply therewith, he, she, or they, so 
refusing or neglecting, shall forfeit and pay five dollars, 
and the further sum of five dollars for every * day, he, 
she, or they, shall continue to neglect or refuse to 
comply with said notice, and shall moreover defray and 
pay the expenses incurred in case such nuis*ance or 
cause of nuisance shall bo i*emoved or corrected under 
the autliority of the Board of Health, which the said 
Board of Health are hereby authorised to b^ve done, 
on such neglect or refusal as aforesaid^ 
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Vl# And be itfurlher ordainedj Thiit whenever the 
said Board of Health, or any member thereof, shall May demand 
have cause to srtspect. that a nuisance exists in any uouselTwhere 
hoiise^ cellar or enclosure, they or anyone of thcSin, nuWiiicea.are 
may demand entry therein, in the day time, and if Xh6 exiS!*^**^** *** 
owner or occupier thereof, sliall refuse or delay to open 
the same/ and to admit a free examination of the pre- 
mises, he shall forfeit and pay the sum of five doUiirs ^^fjj*!*' ^^''*^ 
for every such act of delay or refusal. "^ "**"* * 

VII. And be it further ordained. That whenever the

Jind he it further ordained^ That each and every 
barrel of Beef or Pork brought to or put up in this 
Coquiration, as aforesaid, shall contain at least 204 
lbs. nett weight, deducting two and a half percent, for 
shrinkage, for the purpose of ascertaining which, tho 
Inspector is hereby required to open one liead of every 
barrel by him inspected, and to weigh Ibe contents oi' 
one, at least, out of every five barrels, and whenever 
he shall discover a deficiency in the weight, exceeding 
five pounds per barrel, in any number of barrels ex- 
ceeding one twentieth part of any parcel of Beef or 
Pork offered for inspection, he shall empty and weigh 
the contents of each and every barrel of such parcel^ 
and the said inspector shall brand on the head of eacii 
barrel of Beef or Pork containing the requisite quan- 
ty, provided the barrel be made of suitable timber^

name, and his surname at length ^ and shall likewise 
brand on the quarter or bilge of every such barrel the 
words ,'* Norfolk" and " Beef," or *^ Pork," as the 
case may be. 

IV. And be it further ordaiimU That to entitle any 
barrel of Beef to be branded '* Mess," it shall be 
composed of choice jiieces of large fat Beef, excluding 
hocks, shanks, clods, and necks, and may or may not 
contain twenty pounds of rounds : " Prime" Beef shall 
consist of choice piecies of fat cattle, with not more 
than one half neck, and two shanks, (with the hocks 
cut off at the smallest place above the joint) or other 
inferior pieces not exceeding in weight, or being of 
less value than those abovementioned : Beef inferior 
to " Prime," but which shall not be very poor, and shall 
«ot have of inferior pieces in any barrel, more than one. 
half neck, and three slianks, or other inferior pieces, 
not being of greater weight than those last abovemen- 
tioned, shall be denominated " Cargo."

•An Ordinance concernins: Vincent Lea. 
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(Passed February I6tli, 1827.) 

"Whereas, Vincertt Lea, being desirous to erect n 
Maciiine for Picking and Packing Cotton on one of the 
Corporation lots on Town Point, has petitioned for leave 
to cover the same with a building constructed of wooden 
materials, and has professed hiiaself ready to submit to 
such conditions and regulations as the Common Coun- 
cil may think proper to prescribe in relation thereto : 

I. Be it ordained by the Common Council ojthe Borough 
ofJSTorfolk, in Common Hall assembled^ That the said 
Vincent Lea be, and he is hereby permitted to erect a 
Building of wooden materials, for the purpose aforesaid, 
on the lot at present held by John Tnbb, situated on 
the West side of Washington street, and bounded on the 
North by a dock which separates it from the lot held by 
Robert B. Taylor. 

IL Beit further ordainedf That the said Biiilding 
shall not be more than forty three feet in length, nor 
more than thirty feet in breadtli, nor more than twenty 
four feet in height, and that it shall not at any time be 
converted to any other use or purpose than to the car- 
rying on the business of Picking and l^acking Cotton.

I. Be it ordained by the Common Council of the Bo- 
rough of JVbr/btA% in Commx)n Hall assembled.

Market; the limits of the Fish Market shall be from and flesh 
the lower ends of the wharves adjoining the Market Market 
Square^ to the South end of the Market House, and pish, ^sien, 
shall be appropriated to the sellers of fish, oysters ?^^^^?' 
and crabs, and such fruit, vegetables, and provisions ^^, ^ ^ 
as are brought by land or water to Market. The. 
Flesh Market shall begin at the South end of the ffesfcMarkef. 
Market House, including all the space between the posts 
on each side of the Market ^ House, and running iii a 
direct line as the posts now stand, to the intersection 
of Main Street, i^rem tlience to the West side of Talbot 
Street, thence down ]tf ain Street to the East side of 
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Bahk Street* from thence in ii direct line to a line 
running agreeably to the posts set on the West side of 
the Market House to the intersection of Main Street, 
and shall be appropriatedto the sellers of flesh, vege- 
tables, and all other articles as aforesaid, except fisli# 
oysters and crabs. • 

IL And be it further orduiuedf That theMarket hours 
of said Market shall be as follows, to wit: To begin at 
day-light in the morning arYd end at eleven o^clock in 
the forenoon, between the first day c^ April and the 
first day of October. And to begin at day-light in the 
morning and end at one o'clock P. M. between the 
first day of October and the first day of April. On

That the Collector 
of the Corporation shall, annually, on the first Monday 
in January, rent out the fixed stalls in the Market 
House to the highest bidder Q* except the two lower 
stalls, which are hereby appropriated and set apart 
for the ^^ exclusive use of persons from the country^* 
bringing Indian Corn Meal to the said Market for 
sale'') and before he gives possession of such stalls, he 
shall reqeive tlic whole yearns rent for the same. And 
if any of the stalls (except the two lower ones) shall not 
b« rented by the Butchers, the said Collector is hereby 
autlK>rised to rent such uiftenanted. stalls to any Retail- 
er or Retailers of Indian Corn Meal, on the same 
conditions as those rented to the Butchers, proyided 
always that the said Collector may rent out privately, 
at any time, such stalls as shall not be disposed of on 
the said day appointed ; provided also, that no Butcher 
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nliall be allowed to hold more than two stalls^ and no 
Meai Seller more than one.

Meal Seller, renting a stall in the Market House, 
shall receive a license from the Mayor^ on producingto 
him the Collector's receipt for the rent, which receipt 
shall be deposited with ttie Register.

lY. This Ordinance shall commence and be in force 
fnim and after the passing thereof. 



PAVING. 

An Ordinance to rcguLaie the Paving and keeping in re- 
puir^ and to pr^ent obstructions in the Streets of the 
Borough of Worfolk. 

(Passed Sept. 17, 1818.) 

I. Be it Ordained iy the Cotnman Council of the Ba- 
rough of Mrfolkj in Common Hall assembled^ That it inspector'! 
shall be the duty of the Inspector of the Corporation ^"2ti"sJ^^ 
to inquire into the subject matter of all applications to ic«. 
the Hustings Court and Common Council^ for the re- 
gulating, paving or otherwise improving of the sti*ects 
or wharves, and to report to the Court and Common 
Council the particular state of the circumstances of 
each case. To attend to the due execution of all Ordi-

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naneei or orders of the Conit and Cntnmoi) Council, for 
the regulating, digging, filling, paving or repairing of 
streets^ lanes, public wharves, sewers, pumps, and pub- 
lic or private docks; to direct the prosecution of of- 
fenders against the provisions of tliis Ordinance, and 
particularly of persons guilty of intrusion or encroach- 
ments on the public streets, lanes, wharves or docks, 
or on the channels of Elizabeth River, and of the 
creeks within the Corporation. To take the general 
charge of viewing and determining from time to time, 
whether any, and what improvements or repairs are 
necessary, and can be made to any of the public streets, 
lanes, wharves or docks; and to report the same to the 
Court and Common Council, together with the best 
mode of doing the same; to direct the repairs of streets^ 
lanes, gutters or wharves; to order the removal of all 
timber or other things with wliich any of the public 
streets, lanes or wharves may be encumbered^ to pre- 
vent encroachments on the streets, lanes or public 
wharves, and to inspect the paving of streets. 

II. Jind be it further ordained^ That in all streets 
forty feet wide and upwards, wjiich shall b« hereafter 
paved, the walks or foot-ways between the lines of 
the streets and kennels, shall be of the following width: 
That is to say, ten feet in all streets forty feet wide, 
twelve feet in all streets fifty feet wide, and fourteen 
feet in all streets sixty feet' wide ; and in all streets be« 
tween forty and sixty feet, and not of any of the 
widths herein abovementioned, the walks or foot-ways 
shall be in proportion to the width of those above 
specified. 

HI. Jnd be it further or^ainedf That private cart- 
ways, crossing the side-walks,and all side- walks within 
the paved parts of the Corporation, shall be paved at the 
expense of the person or persons for whose use or be- 
nefit the same shall be respectively required orallowed^ 
with brown or grey, square or oblong flat stones, hewn 
and laid close together, or with hard brick, and that 
the same shall be repaired and made conformable to 
such regulations as are, or shall from time to time be 
made respecting the same, and in case any part of 
such private cart-way or side-walk shall be paved or 
repaired contrary to the true intent and meaning here- 
of, the person or persons so doing the same or causing ' 
the same to be done, shall forfeit and pay tlie sum of 
ten dollars^ and sliall also forfeit and pay the sum of 
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one dollar for each day during which such part of <nich 
private cart vray or side walk shall remain not conforin- 
able to the provisions of this Ordinance^ after he or - 
thej shall have been notified of the same by the In- 
spector of the Corporation. 

IV. And be it further ordained. That all curb stoiies CurbStoBei. 
^hich shall hereafter be laid for the purpose of sup- 
porting the side walks, shall noi( be less than two feet 

six inches in length, four inches thick, and fourteen 
inches wide, throughout which said curb stones shall 
be cut, prepared, and laid in the following manner, to 
wit : six inches of the stone shall be laid below the 
kennel, and eight inches above, unless otherwise di- 
rected by the commissioners appointed by the Court 
and Common Council, and the top cut to a proper le- 
vel; the ends shall be squared, so as to form close and 
even joints, and the front hewn so as to present a fair 
surface, and the side walks shall be raised from the 
curb stone in the proportion of five inches in ten feet, 
and that each gutter stone shall be at least eighteen 
inches in length, ten inches in width, and three inches 
thick, with even surface, and squared so as to form close 
joints; and if any person shall lay, or cause to be laid, 
any side walk or foot path in any other manner, or of 
stones of less size, or with any other ntaterial than as 
above described, such person shall fbrfrit and pay the 
sura of ten dollars for each ofi*ence, and the further sum P«»«**f* 
of one dollar for each day the same shall remain not 
eonformable to tho provisions of this Ordinance, after 
notice from the Inspector of the Corporation to alter 
the same. 

V. And be it further ordained. That, every owner or 
occupant of any house or lot of ground, before which 
any vault, pit, or well, shall be made within the pav- 
ed parts of the Corporation, or the person who shall 
have the charge of superintending the same, shall, 
during the whole of every night, while such vault, pit, 

or well shall be uncovered, cause a lighted lamp or y■?.'^^ ^** *** 
lanthorn to be placed and kept at some convenient ^ *& ^® * 
spot, so as to cast its light upon such vault, pit, or well, 
under the penalty of ten dollars for each and every PcnMttf, 
night on which such lamp or lanthorn shall be ne- 
glected to be placed, kept or lighted as aforesaid. And 
lurther, that all vaults which shall be permitted to bo Viultatoba 
built within the Corporation* shall be completed, and ^°|Sfn*'»** 
the ground closed on them within three weeks after we«ki. 
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Pcttaitf, fiiey are commenced, under tlie penalty of fiv^ ilollar^ 

for every day thereafter during whicli tlic ground sliall 
remain unclosed. 

VI. wJnd be it further ordained^ That in all contracts 
for digging down or paving any street, the Commis- 
sioners of the Court and Common Council shall include 
a covenant that the contractor or contractors shall be 
authorised to erect, set up, or place a rope or chain in 
or across any of tlie streets or lanes of the Corpora- 
tion which iie or they may be about to pave or i*epair« 
for such times as he orthoy may think necessary; and 
that if any person or persons shall throw down» re- 
move or obstruct such rope or ctiain, every such per- 
son shall forfeit and pay for every such offence the sum 
of ten dollars. 

VII. w3wd be it further ordainedf That all streets 
within the Corp<4ration, of twenty feet and upwards, 
which shall hereafter be newly pavrd, shall be paved 
agreeably to the following regulations^ to wit: The 
foot path or walk, as before directed, on each side of 
Such street shall be laid or paved with brown or grey 
square or oblong fiat stones or hard brick, and secured 
with square and gutter stones, ih conformity with the 
provisions of this Ordinance; the middle or remaining 
part of every such street shall be and remain as a cart 
way or passage for carriages, and shall have a gutter 
or kennel, on each side thereof, and next adjoining the 
foot-path or walk, and shall be paved with sufficient 
stone and arched as follows, that is to say : for every 
eighteen indies such cart-way shall measure from tho 
gutter or kennel to the middle of the street, the arch or 
rounding of such street shall be raised one inch, to 
commence at tlie respective gutters or kennels. Provid' 
ed always, that if any street so to be paved shall not 
exactly range, the gutter or outside of the foot-waik 
shall be laid out, and made as nearly oii a straight 
line as the stnet will admit, and tliat the ascent and 
descent of every street shall be regulated by the Com- 
mittee appointed by the Court and Common Council. — 

CeUariighti. And further, that no cellar light in any street shall.ex- 
tend from any house more than one fifteenth part of 
the width of the street, nor in any case more than five 
feet, and that no cellar door shall extend as aforesaid 
more than the one twelfth part of the width of any street* 
nor in any case more than five feet j and no shed, porch, 
porticoy platform, stoop or step, Jn any street, in any 
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part of flic Corporation, sliall extend more than one 
tenth part of the width of tlie street, nor more than se- 
ven feety and that no stoop, porch or platform, other 
than with open backs orrailin^^y and for the mere 
purpose of a passage-way into the house or building., 
shall hereafter be built or continued in any street in 
the Corporation, and i£ any person shall hereafter 
construct or continue any cellar light, cellar door, 
shed, portico, ]>Iatform, stoop or step, contrary to the 
provisions of this Ordinance, every such person shall 
forfeit and pay the penalty of twenty dollars for each Tcatitj^ 
offence. 

VIII. Jnd be it further grdaincd^ That if the pro* „ ,. ^. 
prietor or owner of any such cellar lights shed, porch, refasingto 
portico, cellar door, platform, stoop or step erected, take down 
or which shall be erected contrary to this Ordinance, ^oJ*^|^|d*6fi> 
•hall refuse or neglect to remove or take down the improperly e- 
same, after notice and direction of the Inspector of the remtd. 
Corporation to remove and take down the same, such 

owner or proprietor shall forfeit and pay the sutti of 
one dollar for every day the same shall remain con- 
trary ta this Ordinance as aforesaid.

Ji\, And he it further ordainely That it shall not be 
If^wful for any person to plant any trees in any street 
of the Corporation which is less than forty fbet wide^ 
to the soutiiward of Free-Mason-street, under the 
penalty of ten dollars for each offence^ and all trees 
which may be planted in any street of the breadth of 
forty feet and upwards, shall be planted on the foot- 
path or walk, under the penalty of five dollars for 
each offence.— And that no person shall cut down, des- 
troy, or in any way injure any tree standing in any 
public street in the Corporation wherein the same is 
by thiM Ordinance permitted to stand or be, under the 
penalty of five dollars for each tree so cut down or 
injured* 

XII. And bt it further ordainedf That the Inspector 
of the Corporafion for the time beings be, and he is 
hereby authorised to cause or to permit any tree or 
trees to be cut down and removed from the street 
where the same may be sts^ndiiig in violation of this 
Ordinance, and to cause so much of the side walk or 
carriage way as may be injured by the removal of suck 
tree, to be repaired, 

Xlir. Md belt further ordained^ That it shall not be 
lawful for any cartman, or other i)erson^ to drive or back 
any horse or cartjor any wheel carriage on the foot path, 
or walks of any street within this Corporation, nor a- 
cross any of the ditches in the fields^ except where bridges 
are provided for that purpose^ under the penalty of five 
dollars, for eacli a«d every such offence, to be recuver- 
ed by warrant before the Mayor or any Alderman of 
this Corporation, against the offender, if he he a free 
person, or against the owner of such offender, if he be 
a slavey and it shall be the duty of the Commissioners 
of the streets in their several wards, to aid and assist 
the Inspector in enforcing the provisions of this section. 

XIV. And be it further Ordained^ That no owner or oc- 
cupant of any store or other house, shall permit any 
cart, or other wheel carriage, or horse, to be driven or 
otherwise to pass over or upon the footpath or walk of 
any street, opposite to the store, yard, house or premises 
of such owner or occupant, for the purpose of loading 
or unloading such cart or other whcetcarriagc, or for 
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any other purpose whatever, under the penalty of five 
dollars for every such offence; and farther, if any cart- 
man, or other person aforesaidi shall break or other- ??"**^^^ 
wise injure any such foot path or walk, such person ^^^*^ 
shall within twenty-four hours thereafter, cause the 
same to he well and sufi^ciently repaired and amehdedy 
on pain of forfeiting fivie dollars. 

XV. And be it further ordainedy That it shall not be ^3*,*to?iilft 
lawful for any person to Jiang or place, any goods, fta^ater 
wares, or merchandise, at a greater distance than three disunce than 
feet in front of his or he^ bouse or store, so as to re- 
main there for a longer time than one hour; nor shall 
it be lawful for any person ta load, drive, or ride any 

horse, or to wheel or drag and wheel any hand -vvheeUbar- 
barrow, or to saw any wood, or to lay or place any row, penalty; 
wood, coal,or other thing on any footpath or side walk, 
w^hereby t.he same may be lumbered, under the penalty 
of two dollars for every offence. , 

XVI. ^nd be it further ordained^ That the owner or Owner or oo- 
occupant of any house or other building, or lot or lots oupiertokeep 
of ground'fronting any street or lane, shall at his and oowtrhis °^" 
their own charge and expense, or at the charge and 
expense of his or her landlord or landlady, well and 
sufficiently keep and maintain' in good repair, so mucb 
pf the said street or lane as( shall front the buildings and 
lots of ground belonging to or in their respective pos- 
session as aforesaid, at such time, and times, and in 
such manner and form as shall be directed by the In- 
spector of the Corporation. And if any owner or oc- 
cupant shall refuse, neglect or del^y to repaii* his or 
lier proportion of the street, lane or walk so as 
aforesaid, the said Inspector shall, at his discretion, 
cause the same to be repaired for, and on account of 
such owner or occupant, and he or she. for every such 
refusal, neglect ot* delay, shall beside the expense of 
such repairs, forfeit and pay a sum equal to the amount 
thereof, to be recovered by suit or warrant, l)efore a ma- 
gistrate of the Corporation, provided, the s^id forfeit- 
ure, exclusive of the repairs, shall not in any one case 
exceed the sum often dollars. 

XVII. -ind be itfxkrther ordained^ That each and eve- 
ry occupant of any lu»use or other building shall be seve- 
rally liable to pay the penalties hereinbefore mentioned. 

XVIII. J^nd be it further ordained^ That the Inspec- 
tor of the Corporation, shall and may from time to time, 
appoint 'lis many Masons, and Pavers as he maj^ deem 
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neceflsarj, wlio^ duty it sliall be to repair the several 
streets, lanes and v^sXks of the Corjioration, in such 
manner as lie shall direct, after the owners or occu- 
pants of the lot or lots of ground are duly noticed, and 
refuse, neglect, or delay, to do the same within the 
time expressed in the said notices respectively* 

XJX. Jind be it further ordaineif That the Collector 
of the Corporation shall be^ and he is hereby autiior- 
ized to collect from the owners or occupants of lots 
fronting on the streets, lanes, and walks so repaired, 
the aforesaid expenses, and after paying the Masons 
and Pavers, so employed, a just and equitable compen- 
sation for such repair or repairs, to render and pay the 
residue by him so collected, (if any) after deductinghia 
commission of five per cent, to the Register for the use 
of the Corporation. 

XX« Jind be it further ordained^ That no Surveyor 
of the Corporation shall survey or establish any corner 
of any street therein, for the purpose of erecting any 
building oh an old foundation or otherwise, unless the 
same be viewed and approved of by the Mayor,Recorder, 
one of the Aldermen, or the Inspector of the Corpora- 
tion, under the penalty of twenty dollars for each offence. 

XXI. Jind be it further ordained^ That no person or 
persons shall obstruct or encumber any street, lane, 
ur public wiiarf in the Corporation, with any thing 
whatever, without having first obtained leave or per- 
inission so to do, from the Mayor, Recorder, one of the 
Aldermen, or the Inspector of the Corporation, under 
the penalty of five dollars for each day he or they shall 
continue to encumber or obstruct the same. And fur- 
ther, that it shall and may be lawful for a Magistrate, 
or the Inspector of tlie Corporation, to order any thing 
encumbering any public street, lane, or wharf, to be 
remored, and in caoe the^ same shall not be removed 
within twenty-four hours' after notice given, to order 
t!ie same to be removed into the yard of the Jail of the 
Corporation or other suitable place, and to direct the 
immediate sale of sa noiuch thereof as will be sufficient 
to yvty such forfeitures as aforesaid, and the expense of 
Fuch cartage or removal, lind that the remainder shall 
continue in the yard of the said Jail or other suit<tble 
place until the owner or owners shall pay to the said 
Inspector, for the use of the Corporation, six cents for 
rvery cart or dray load thereof, for tvery day the 
came shall remain in the said yard or other siatablepl^ce. 
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XXn. Andbt it farther ordainedy That tio person 
shall obstruct the walks laid across the public streets,, 
ar at the head of the public docks, ia any part of the 
Corporation, by placing or stopping his horse, cart, or 
any other carriage upon or across any of the said 
cross walks, or by placing or putting any other obstruc- 
tion across or on t^ie same, under the penalty of five 
dollars for each offence. 

XX [I I. And be it further ordained^ That if any per- 
son, without being authorised by a Magistrate or the 
Inspector of the Corporation, shall take up, remove, or 
carry away any turf, sand, clay or earth, from any 
Ktreet or lane therein, he shall forfeit and pay for 
every such offence the sura of five dollars. 

XXIV. And he it further ordainedf That all streets 
or lanes of the width of twenty feet or less, hereafter to 
be paved, may be paved without curb stones, provided 
a majority of the owners of lots fronting thereon, shall 
assent to the same, and the Commissioners of the Court 
and Common Council shall ,deem it adviseable, so to 
pave such street or lane. 

XXY. This ordinance shall commence and be in 
force from and after the passing tbei*eof, and all ordi- 
nances and parts of ordinances coming within the 
purview of this ordinance, shall be and the same are 
Iiercby repealed.

POOR. 

(See Christ Church.) 

An Ordinance to amend and reduce int9 one tlie several 
Ordinances now in force for prnroiding for iA« Poor^ 
and for g&eerning the Poor House and Work Bouse. 

(Passed January 30, 1 8£2.) 

Whereas, by an Act of the General Assembly, passed 
Jlanuary lltb, 1798, it ia enacjled^ **T|iat thrCommoa IVewbU. 
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Council of the Borough of Norfolk shall be, and they 
are hereby authorised and empowered to levy and assess 
Taxes for the support and maintenance of the Poor of 
the said Boi*ougb ; to make such regulations as to them 
shall seem proper, relative to the Poor House and Work 
Bouse already erected, or which they may hereafter 
think it necessary to erect tiierein» and annually to 
appoint Overseers of the Poor of the said fiorough, 
vhich Overseers, so to be appointed, sliall, in all re- 
Hpectsy relative to their poor, have 9II other powers arid 
iiuthorities not expressly given by this Act to the said 
Common Council, which Overseers of the Poor, elected 
for Counties, have in their respective Counties : And 
the Common Council are accordingly' disposed to make 
such ordinance upon the stibject, as may seem to consist 
with sound policy and the true spirit of the law of the 
land, so fkr as their preseat means will enable theax 
to discharge this duty. 

I. Be it ordained by the Common Councilf That the 
Poor House and Work House, with the Lot thereta 
belonging, and the House and Lot called Good Child's,, 
shall be, and the same are hereby placed under the 
immediate inspection and superintendence of the Com- 
mittee of Charity and Vagi'auts, for the time being, 
who shall have power to make ajl proper regulations 
for the receiving into the same, and maintenance there^ 
of the poor, lame, blind, and other poor unable to 
maintain themselves, and also, for the admission and 
reformation of vagrants and others who m^y lawfully 
be ordered to the same, for the conduct of the subjects 
while in the said hofises, and their discharge from the 
same, and for the details of the duty of the Physician, 
Keeper, and others about the establishment, subject at 
all times, to the control of the Common Council. 

IL And be it further ordained, That it shall be the 
duty of the said Committee, to separate the tenants of 
the sajd buildings, as far as may be found practicable, 
into proper classes, to keep the vagrants apart by 
thcn>selves, the poor by themselves, and the sick by 
theti^selves, assigning the last to the house and lot 
called Good Child's, which siiall be called the Infirma- 
ry; and the better to provide for tiiis object, the said 
Committee shall be, and they are hereby authorised to 
make such alterations in the Poor Bouse and Work 
Ilouse as shall be found necessary, and also, to enclose 
the lot called Good Child's, and put the House thereon 
ia good repair. 
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Hf. ^'id he it fariher ordainedf That it shall be the Employment 
iluty of the said Committee, as far as may be practi- forva^nu* 
cable, to provide for the erajdoyment of the vagrants and poor, 
and such of the poor as may be able to work, aifd for 
this purpose, to procu! e junk, flax, and other materials, fixfu^ei^and"^ 
and to make such erections and fixtui*es as shall disposal oi the 
be found necessary, and also dispose of tlie work, and ^^^^ 
account for the proccccjs of the same. 

ly. ^fd be il further ordained. That the Common Keeper of 
Council dhaU iannually elect and appoint a Keeper of J^rtuaihTplp- 
tlic Poor House and Work House, who siiall take pointed, 
cliarge and management of the vame, and of the tenants Hj,^„|y 
thereof, subject to the control of the Committee of 
Charity and Vagrants, and of the Common Council ; 
and the said Keeper shall be allowed the sum of two Compehsatioa 
hundred dollars per annum, or. such other sum as the 
Common Council shall, from time to tinfic, determine, > 
for his services, and shall, moreover, be paid the sum 
of twelve and a half cents per 4ay, or such other sum as 
the Common Council shafl, from time to time, deter- 
liiine, for every vagrant or pauper in the house. 

y. And ie it further ordaijied^ That the Common Fhysieianto 
Council shall annually elect and appoint a Physician |,u^J5°°^*J*" 
of the Poor, whose duty it shall be, to visit and heal the pofnted.^" 
eick and lame at the Poor House and Work House; 
to superintend the Infirmary, subject to the directions "**'**'• 
of the. Committee and Common Council: and also to 
visit such other of the sick poor on the pension list, as 
he shall be specially called upon, by the said Committee^ 
to visit ; and to furnish medicine for the sick ; and the 
said Physician shall he allowed the salary of two hun- Salafy, 
dfed dollars, or such other sum as the Common 
Council shall, from time to time, provide, for his 
services in this behalf. 

YL And be it further ordained, ThRt the sBii Com- Matron and 
inittee shall be authorised, whensoever they shall deem nurses tobe 
it necessary, to employ a Matron and one oripore ®°*P°^ • 
Nurses to take care of the sick in the Infirmary ; and 
also to contract, either with the Keeper of the Poor 
House, or some other person, as they shall deem most Rations for 
adviseable, to furnish daily rations for the sick. the sick. 

VI I. And be it further ordained. That the said Com- 
mittee shall be authorised to establish a Pension List of ^*^"^'' "*^, 
such lame, blind, and other impotent poor, together 
with poor Widows having two or more children under 
the age of ten years, as they shall deem proper objects, 
and allow them small donations in money^ not exceed* 
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ifig thi^e dollars, each person^ per month ; and the said 
Committee ahall have power to draw upon the Regis- 
ter for this service. 

YIII. Jnd be it further ordained^ That it shall be the 
duty of the said Committee, to find out such poor chil- 
dren, to the number of thirtyi as shall be deemed 
proper objects, and place them in the Lancaster School, 
to be taught on account of the fund of the Common 
Council in said School. 

IX. Md be it furtlier ardainedf That sach female 
orphan children, as shall hereafter be taken to he sup- 
ported by the Corporation, shall be boarded and 
lodged in the Orphan Asylum, and that the sum of 
sixty dollars per annum shall be allowed for each 
child so taken, to be paid to the Directors of the said 
institution! accordingly. 

X. And be it further ordoineif,. That if any owner or 
roaster of a Tessel, or any other person^ shall bring or 
import, or cause, or suffer to be brought or impoitcd, 
any pauper or person not having any visible means of 
subsistence, and likely to become chargeable to the 
Corporation, within tlte limits of the Borough, or shall 
in any manner whatever, aid or assist such person to 
get or come within the same, he shall forfeit and pay 
the ^m of twenty dollars for every such offence, i-e* 
coverable by warrant in the name of tlie Corporation, 
one half thereof for the benefit of the first informer, 
and the other half for the Corporation, and tiie said 
informer shall be a competent witness in the case. 

XL And be it farther ordained^ That it shall be the 
duty of the Inspector to make diligent inquiry after all
